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N  order  that  nothing  in  the  power  of  the  Compiler  should  be  left 
.undone  towards  acquiring  for  this  undertaking  the  essential  characters 
of  accuracy  and  truth,  and  from  the  widely  increased  interest  excited 
in  the  public  mind  of  late  upon  Church  statistics,  it  was  deemed  neces- 
sary, for  the  purposes  of  this  edition  of  the  Irish  Church  Directory,  to  afford 
every  Clergyman  the  opportunity  of  furnishing  a  fresh  Eeturn  of  the  parti- 
culars of  his  Benefice  ;  and  with  that  view  a  Form  of  Eeturn  was  issued  with 
the  December  number  of  the  Irish  Ecclesiastical  Gazette. 

The  Form  of  Queries  for  the  present  edition  was  substantially  the  same  as 
Jthat  upon  which  the  Directory  was  constructed  in  1862;  so  that  it  will  be  seen 
by  a  compaiison  with  the  edition  of  1867,  that  changes  and  alterations  in  the 
constitution  and  value  of  the  Benefices  have  not  taken  place  to  any  great  extent — 
^in  most  cases  it  was  found  unnecessary  to  make  any,  and  numerous  letters  were 
jreceived  to  that  effect — thus  showing  the  accuracy  of  the  information  which  had 
!  already  appeared  in  the  Directory. 

\  The  following  example,  exhibiting  the  modus  operandi  of  arriving  at  a 
:.statement  of  the  Gross  and  !Net  Value  of  Benefices,  is  here  inserted  (by  permis- 
-  ssrbn).  It  consists  only  of  that  portion  of  the  Eeturn  affecting  revenue,  and  is 
not  selected  as  an  extreme  case,  but  merely  to  help  the  uninitiated  to  a  better 
understanding  of  the  construction  of  the  most  material  part  of  this  work.

Uept.    Such  laxity,  the  Compiler  is  assured,  is  not  uncommon  in  remote 
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^.districts.  Surely  every  Benefice  should  possess  its  map,  accompanied  by  des- 
criptive particulars  of  area,  boundaries,  &c,  and  a  record  of  every  kind  of 
I  Church  property  appertaining  to  the  Parish ;  a  counterpart  of  which  should  be 
1  lodged  with  the  Eegistrar  of  the  Diocese,  who  should  be  provided  with  a  place 
of  safe  keeping  for  the  same.  These  documents  to  be  periodically  compared  and 
amended  when  necessary  under  official  supervision,  and  to  be  made  easily  acces- 
sible for  purposes  of  reference.  This  course  would  obviate  all  uncertainty,  and 
preserve  to  the  Church  much  property  that,  in  the  existing  state  of  things  in 
some  places,  runs  the  risk  of  being  alienated.  i  _ 

These  remarks — which  it  is  respectfully  hoped  will  not  be  considered  out  of  j  J 
place — were  forced  upon  the  attention  of  the  Compiler  during  the  progress  of  C 
his  work.  In  almost  every  instance  where  it  was  found  necessary  to  inquire  the  C 
value  of  a  living  from  an  Incumbent  recently  appointed,  the  answer  has  generally  o 
been  to  the  following  effect — "  I  shall  be  happy  to  tell  you  when  I  am  a  year  or  u 
two  inducted,  but  at  present  I  cannot  satisfactorily  ascertain  the  exact  particulars  *  i< 
of  the  Benefice."  A  case  is  known  to  the  Compiler  where,  in  a  town  parish,  the 
Incumbent  was  some  time  in  the  enjoyment  of  his  Benefice  before  he  discovered 
that  he,  as  Incumbent  of  the  parish,  was  entitled  to  the  rent  of  a  house  in  a  back 
street  of  the  annual  value  of  £30.  This  state  of  things  could  not  have  existed,  j,  ts 
if  a  record  such  as  is  above  alluded  to  were  properly  kept  in  the  Parochial  [  a 
Eegister.  .  \  h 

Churchwardens,  having  a  good  knowledge  of  the  circumstances  of  their  \  v 
parish,  and  who  are  anxious  to  discharge  their  duties  by  a  careful  scrutiny  into  j  t; 
its  affairs,  can  also  do  much  towards  the  preservation  and  recovery  of  Church  C 
Property.  The  present  writer  may  humbly  be  permitted  (for  the  encouragement 
of  others)  to  mention  a  case  in  point,  which  enables  him  to  speak  with  the  1  I  p 
authority  that  personal  experience  only  can  confer.  A  few  years  ago,  when  I 
Churchwarden  of  his  parish,  he,  in  conjunction  with  his  brother  Churchwarden,  f  h 
recovered,  through  Memorial  to  the  Corporation  of  Dublin,  a  fund  for  Church  |  ii 
purposes  which  had  rested  in  abeyance  for  four-and-twenty  years.  Its  use  is  I  tc 
now  secured  to  the  parish,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  fabric  of  the  Church — 
the  purpose  for  which  only  it  was  originally  intended.  At  the  time  of  its 
recovery  the  fund  had  accumulated  to  about  £800,  £400  of  which  was  at  once 
expended  upon  the  Church.*  This  instance  is  merely  mentioned  to  show  the 
practicability  of  the  recovery  of  property  nearly  lost  to  the  Church,  and  to 
stimulate  to  exertion  some  who  may  be  disheartened  by  apparently  insuperable 
difficulties. 

Through  the  frequent  changes  in  the  ownership  of  property,  especially  by 
the  operations  of  the  Landed  Estates  Court,  much  Bent-charge  (where  payable 
in  small  sums)  has  been  lost  by  neglecting  to  demand  it,  and  to  establish  a 
claim  to  it  at  the  proper  time.  This  is  unjust  to  future  Incumbents.  But  there 
is  sometimes  a  difficulty  (which  ought  to  be  removed)  in  the  recovery  of  small 
Pent-charges  ;  in  consequence  of  which,  in  many  cases,  it  is  really  cheaper  to 
make  no  effort  than  to  take  proceedings  for  recovery — thus  causing  considerable 
loss  to  successors  whose  income  is  payable  by  small  holders.  It  is  well  to  bear 
in  mind  the  words  of  Chalmers,  though  applicable  here  in  a  sense  less  wide 
than  that  in  which  the  learned  Doctor  used  them — "  I  should  hold  it  a  false, 
and  ruinous  step  to  alienate  one  fraction  of  the  revenues  of  the  Irish  Church, 
convertible  in  the  hands  of  faithful,  and  pious,  and  philanthropic  men,  into 
a  mightier  instrument  for  the  moral  and  political  good  of  the  country  than, 
any  other  which  the  united  wisdom  of  statesmen  can  possibly  devise."  1  a

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Having  been  frequently  urged  to  undertake  the  compiling  of  an  Irish 
Church  Director  Y-^his  position  as  proprietor  of  the  Irish  Ecclesiastical 
Gazette  offering  peculiar  facilities  for  such  a  task — the  Compiler  yielded  to  the 
oft-repeated  request,  and  the  present  book  is  the  result  of  his  labours.  Few, 
unless  those  practically  acquainted  with  work  of  this  description,  can  form  any 
idea  of  the  arduous  nature  of  such  an  undertaking,  or  of  the  great  expense 
(amounting  to  several  hunched  pounds)  of  necessity  incurred  in  its  production. 
In  this  case  neither  trouble  nor  expense  has  been  spared. 

It  has  been  said  that  such  a  publication  as  the  present  is  much  required, 
in  order  to  refute  the  misstatements  put  forth  by  the  enemies  of  the  Church, 
and  to  correct  the  misconceptions  that  existed  in  the  minds  of  persons  not  fully 
informed  upon  the  subject,  or  who  believe  the  falsehoods  zealously  circulated, 
where  there  has  not  been  an  easily  accessible  and  trustworthy  means  of  ascer- 
tainirrg^the  truth — especially  with  regard  to  the  cdleged  wealth  of  the  Established 
Church  in  this  country.  A  Clergyman  in  the  Diocese  of  Ossory  writes  thus : — 
"Many  who  think  the  Clergy  overpaid,  judge  from  the  gross  income  of  the 
parish,  and  know  nothing  of  the  deductions  that  are  from  it" — another,  in  the 
Diocese  of  Killala  writes  : — "  It  is  wrong  that  the  Church  should  get  credit  for 
having  more  than  she  has,"  and  with  reference  to  this  false  representation  of  the 
income  of  the  Church  when  uncontradicted,  he  adds,  "  and  gives  quite  a  handle 
to  the  enemy." 

In  an  Address  issued  by  the  Cork  Diocesan  Committee  of  the  Additional 
Curates'  Fund  Society,  the  writer  observes  : — 

•  *  *  *  I  have  been  reasoning  on  the  supposition  that  the  statements  sometimes  made  -with  regard  to  the 
■wealth  of  the  Irish  Church  are  all  true.  I  have  assumed,  for  argument  sake,  that  the  revenues  of  the  Church, 
if  rightly  distributed,  are  sufficient  for  the  spiritual  wants  of  the  people.  But  is  this  true  ?  The  answer  to  this 
question  will,  of  course,  depend  in  a  great  degree  on  the  income  to  be  allotted  to  each  Clergyman.  Now,  sup- 
pose all  the  Tithe  Rent  Charge,  together  with  the  value  of  all  Glebes  and  Glebe  Houses  of  Ireland  were  put  in 
one  common  fund,  how  much  would  you  think  sufficient  for  each  ?  Would  you  think  that  the  Clergy  were  over- 
paid if  each  Rector  received  £300  per  annum,  and  each  Curate  £100  ?  or  would  you  think  £200  sufficient  for  the 
former,  and  £75  for  the  latter  ?  Perhaps,  many  of  you  would  think  the  last  mentioned  sum  too  small — but  most 
of  you  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  be  surprised  to  hear,  that  they  are  greater  than  could  be  allowed  out  of  the  total 
revenues  of  the  Beneficed  Clergy — yet  such  is  the  case.  //  the  Ecclesiastical  incomes  of  the  Beneficed  Clergy 
were  put  into  one  common  fund,  and  that  each  Curate  in  Ireland  was  paid  £75  per  annum,  there  would  not 
remain  £200  for  each  of  the  Hectors  ;  and  if  ea-h  Curate  received  £100,  there  would  not  be  left  an  average  of 
more  than  £150,  if  so  much  for  the  Rectors.  This  is  very  different  from  the  popular  impression  respecting  the 
wealth  of  the  Church,  but  it  is  not  less  true.  A  Roman  Catholic  Member*  of  Parliament,  who  is  not  very 
favourably  disposed  towards  the  Church  of  Ireland,  proposed  some  time  ago  a  plan  for  the  division  of  Ecclesias- 


*  Sergeant  Shee  is  probably  here  alluded  to.  His  book  entitled  The  Irish  Church,  its  History  and  Sta- 
tistics, was  ably  answered,  and  his  calculations  taken  to  pieces  and  shown  to  be  futile,  by  the  Ven.  Edward  A. 
Stopford,  Arohdeacon  of  Meath,  in  his  work,  entitled,  The  Income  and  Requirements  of  the  Irish  Church  ;  being 
a  Reply  to  Sergeant  Shee  on  the  Irish  Church,  its  History  and  Statistics  ;  and  showing  why  Sergeant  Shee 
avoided  stating  either,  while  professing  to  show  a  Surplus  of  Income  above  Requirements.  At  page  61  the 
Archdeacon  says  : —  *  *  *  *  *  "In  answer  to  Sergeant  Shee,  it  is  necessary  to  keep  to  the  Report  of  the 
Ecclesiastical  Revenue  Commission ;  but  I  have  shown  that,  throwing  aU  this  income  [».  e.,  of  the  Established 
Church  in  Ireland]  into  a  common  fun  J,  it  would  not  near  mee**  the  costs  of  bishops  and  parochial  clergy  only, 
even  on  Sergeant  Shee'a  own  very  moderate  scale." 
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tical  revenues.  According  to  this  plan  each  of  the  different  orders  of  the  Clergy  was  to  receive  a  certain  fixed 
income",  a  considerable  sum  was  to  be  set  apart,  as  at  present,  for  building  and  keeping  up  the  fabric  of  Churches, 
and  supplying  requisites  for  public  worship,  Ac,  and  the  balance  (which  he  calculated  at  a  large  amount)  was  to 
be  applied  to  certain  other  purposes.  The  plan  was  eagerly  caught  at  by  all  the  adversaries  of  the  Church,  and 
they  hoped  that  by  means-of  it  a  heavy  blow  might  be  struck  at  what  they  are  accustomed  to  call  the  "monster 
grievance  of  Ireland,"  i.e.  the  Church  Establishment.  But  when  the  plan  came  to  be  investigated,  it  was  found 
to  have  one  fatal  error,  and  what  do  you  think  that  error  was  ?  "Was  it  that  he  allowed  too  large  incomes  to  the 
Clergy  ?  or  was  it  that  the  purposes  to  which  he  proposed  to  apply  the  balance  were  objectionable?  No  !  It 
was  neither  of  these.  The  error  was  simply  this  :  the  balance  teas  on  the  wrong  side.  The  revenues  of  the 
Church,  after  deducting  the  sum  which  he  allowed  for  building  and  keeping  up  the  fabric  of  churches,  &c,  was 
not  sufficient  to  pay  the  Clergy  the  income  which  he  proposed  to  give  them.  It  is  useless  then  to  speak  of  pro- 
viding additional  Clergy  by  a  re-distribution  of  Ecclesiastical  property.      *      *  ■     *      *      *      *  * 

Again,  in  the  Irish  Ecclesiastical  Gazette,  Not.,  1861,  a  correspondent,  when 
writing  upon  Misrepresentations  of  the  Revenues  of  the  Irish  Church,  says — 

Sir — Allow  me  to  take  the  liberty  of  directing  your  attention  to  the  enclosed  extract  from  a  late  number 
of  a  Dublin  Roman  Catholic  journal — according  to  which  all  poor  Ireland's  wrongs  are  traced  to  a  single  fruitful 
source — viz.,  '  the  enormous  wealth  of  the  Established  Church' — setting  down  as  the  sources  from  which  her 
revenues  are 'derived  the  following  items  :— £300,000  tithe  rent-charge,  glebe,  and  see  land?,  together  with  acres 
innumerable  of  land  belonging  to  Trinity  College  and  the  Royal  Schools.  Now,  with  regard  to  the  first  of  these 
sources'of  revenue  coming  direct  into  the  pockets  of  the  clergy,  it  is  a  well-known  fact,  that  in  the  year  1854  Mr. 
Sergeant  Shee  laid  before  Parliament  a  bill  for  the  re-aiijustment  of  Church  property  in  Ireland,  stating  that  suit- 
able provision  being  made  for  the  payment  of  the  dignitaries  and  other  clergy  of  the  Established  Church,  there 
would  remain  a  surplus  of  about  £160,000.  which  surplus  he  proposed  to  hand  over  to  the  Roman  Catholics  and 
Protestant  dissenters.  On  examination,  however,  it  was  found  that,  so  far  from  there  being  a  surplus,  as  Mr.  Shee 
calculated,  thg  total  revenue  of  the  Established  Church  would  not  go  within  £14,000  of  giving  to  our  bishopsand 
clergy  such  incomes  as  the  learned  Sergeant  himself  said  they  ought  to  have.  In  shott,  if  the  revenues  were 
equally  divided  between  the  clergy,  the  amount  falling  to  the  share  of  each  member  of  that  body  would  be  under 
£140  per  annum — an  income  which,  for  its  magnificence,  may  well  excite  the  jealousy  and  discontent  of  the  Irish 
Roman  Catholics.  So  much,  then,  with  regard  to  the  enormous  salaries  of  our  clergy.  But  one  word  with 
respect  'co  the  other  source  of  the  revenue  of  the  Establishment — viz.,  the  TrinityCollegc  and  Royal  School  lands. 
Can  they  be  properly  included  among  the  sources  from  which  the  revenue  of  the  Established  Church  is  derived  ? 
I  would  say,  certainly  not.  *********** 

I  have  thus  trespussed  on  you,  because  I  believe  that  even  among  the  laity  of  the  Established  Church  false 
ideas  are  afloat  as  regards  her  fabulous  wealth  ;  and  this  they  make  a  pretext  for  throwing  on  the  shoulders  of 
the  clergy  many  burdens  which  they  are  but  badly  able  to  bear ;  and  though  it  must  be  acknowledged  that  there 
might  be  a  fairer  division  of  her  funds  than  at  presens  exists,  yetif  such  plain  facts  as  these  were  generally  known, 
they  would  do  aw;iy  with  that  cry  which  is  so  often  raised  against  the  clergy,  'great  pay  and  little  work  ;"  and 
Ireland's  calamities  might  be  traced  rather  to  the  small  and  inadequate  provision  m  ide  for  the  spiritual  wants  of 
the  people,  than  to  the  enormous  wealth  of  those  appointed  to  .supply  those  want3. 

Again  claiming  your  indulgence  for  so  far  trespassing  on  you,  I  remain,  Sir,  your  obedient  servant, 
Nov.  1861.

These  extracts  serve  to  shew  that  such  a  work  as  the  present  was  much 
needed,  in  order  to  exhibit  the  actual  revenue  of  the  Irish  Church,  in  the  net 
value  of  each  benefice  ;  and  thus  by  laying  before  the  world  the  naked  truth 
concerning  this  public  property,  for  ever  set  at  rest  all  doubt  and  uncertainty  as 
to  its  real  amount ;  thereby,  on  this  point,  disarming  the  enemy. 

Considering  it  his  duty  to  meet  the  views  of  the  Clergy  in  the  compilation' 
of  a  work  intended  for  their  use,  but  supposing  that  there  must  be  diversity 
of  opinions  as  to  the  matters  of  detail  in  the  arrangement  of  such  a  volume 
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as  the  present,  among  so  large  a  body  of  men  scattered  over  Ireland  in  spheres 
presenting,  from  local  causes,  much  dissimilarity  of  ministerial  and  pastoral  duty 
and  experience,  the  Compiler  did  not  depend  upon  his  own  unaided  judgment,  but 
consulted  with  Clergymen  eminently  qualified  to  give  advice  upon  the  subject,  and 
at  their  suggestion  framed  the  Queries  upon  the  answers  to  which  this  Directory 
is  founded,  and  which  were  forwarded  to  every  Clergyman  in  Ireland.  It  will 
probably  assist  in  the  better  imderstanding  of  the  Tables  of  Benefices  in  this 
book,  if  these  Queries  are  here  annexed.

One  thousand  two  hundred  and  eighty-one  of  these  Returns  were  sent 
bach  filled  tip  ;  and  besides  these,  a  large  amount  of  additional  information  was 
given- by  Clergymen  who  called  personally  at  the  office  of  the  Irish  Ecclesias- 
tical Gazette  during  the  progress  of  the  work-  The  proof  sheets  of  the 
Dioceses  were  then  forwarded  to  several  Clergymen  in  each,  who  kindly  under- 
took to  revise  them,  and,  in  most  cases,  to  the  Diocesan  Eegistrars  ;  to  whom, 
and  to  the  numerous  Clergymen  who  were  kind  enough  to  assist,  as  well  as  to 
those  of  whose  friendly  offers  of  assistance  he  was  unable  to  avail  himself,  the 
Compiler  here  takes  leave  to  return  his  most  grateful  thanks. 

The  Eeturns  sent  in  by  the  Clergy  have  been  invariably  adhered  to  in 
compiling  the  Tables,  and  when  no  return  was  received,  the  Commissioners' 
Report  on  Ecclesiastical  Revenue,  Knox's  Ecclesiastical  Index,  and  other  works, 
were  consulted. 

The  information  appended  to  this  Directory  has  been  selected  from  the 
most  authentic  sources,  which  have  in  each  case  been  duly  acknowledged. 

It  is  obvious  that  without  the  cordial  co-operation  of  the  Clergy  it 
will  be  difficult  to  perfect  a  work  of  this  kind,  the  particulars  of  which 
must  be  collected  from  so  many  different  sources.  It  is,  therefore,  most 
respectfully  urged  upon  them  to  furnish  as  soon  as  possible  the  details 
required  to  make  future  editions  more  complete,  and  better  worthy  of 
their  acceptance.     Indeed  the  Compiler  has  been  much  encouraged  by 
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Clergymen  of  high  standing  and  influence  to  persevere  in  his  task,  and 
-publish  the  Directcn-y  annually,  trusting  that  with  each  edition  the  book  will 
;go  on  increasing  in  information  and  usefulness ;  and  with  this  view  he  has  gone  to 
"the  expense  of  keeping  the  type  of  the  entire  work  standing ;  and  it  is  hoped  and 
confidently  expected,  that  when  its  design  and  value  are  fully  understood,  all  the 
|  Clergy  will  see  that  it  is  their  interest  to  afford  the  necessary  information  ;  and 
also  that  those  who  are  officially  qualified  will  aid.  in  rendering  the  work  as  com- 
plete as  it  can  possibly  be. 

The  Compiler  is  well  aware  that  it  would  be  next  to  impossible  to  publish  a 
first  issue  of  a  work  of  this  nature  without  some  inaccuracies ;  and  he  knows 
that  no  table,  however  carefully  constructed  to  suit  its  average  demands,  can  be 
expected  to  meet  the  requirements  of  particular  cases ;  and  in  order  to  meet  these 
particular  cases,  it  is  proposed  in  future  publications  of  this  work  to  set  apart  a 
few  pages  for  short  explanatory  notes,  which  it  is  hoped  will  have  the  effect  of 
removing  scruples  entertained  by  some,  when  obliged  to  confine  the  statement 
of  the  particulars  of  their  Benefices  to  the  exact  form  of  the  tables — and  will  also 
afford  more  complete  information. 

For  the  perfecting  of  future  editions,  it  would  be  of  much  importance  that 
information  should  be  supplied  to  the  Compiler  upon  some  particulars  that  could 
not  be  ascertained  in  due  time  for  the  present  issue  : — 

1.  Many  persons  in  calculating  the  property  of  the  Church,  indiscriminately 
charge  it  with  the  Glebe  Land  in  the  Incumbent's  possession,  as  an  addition  to 
his  income,  whereas  in  many  cases  a  most  exorbitant  rent  is  paid.  In  some 
Parishes  the  rent  of  the  Glebe  is  double  the  highest  rent  charged  on  any  adjoin- 
ing land.  There  are  Incumbents  in  exclusively  rural  parishes  who  pay  £5  per 
acre  for  Glebe  Land.  It  is  obviously  unfair  to  charge  such  Glebe  as  an  addition 
to  the  emoluments  of  the  Incumbent. 

2.  During  the  lapse  of  time  a  very  large  quantity  of  Glebe  Land  has  beer 
abstracted  from  the  property  of  the  Church  ;  and  it  is  well  known  that  in  maj  . 
cases  original  Glebe  has  been  absorbed  into  adjoining  lay  property,  and  \& : 
Clergymen  subsequently  entering  into  possession  of  the  parishes,  have  obtair  * . 
and  have  made  legally  chargeable  upon  such  Parishes,  land — as  Glebe  Land — 

a  high  rent,  payable  to  proprietors  who  have  not  any  right  whatever  to  this  land. 
If  the  Incumbents  of  the  several  Parishes  would  institute  an  inquiry  into  the 
original  extent  of  Glebe  Land  in  their  Parishes,  evidence  would  be  afforded  of 
one  branch  of  that  systematic  plunder  of  Church  property  that  has  been  con- 
tinued during  a  long  course  of  years.  It  would  also  be  interesting  information, 
if  those  Incumbents  who,  by  instituting  such  inquiries,  have  recovered  Glebe 
Lands  that  had  been  so  abstracted,  would  state  the  quantity  of  land,  how  long 
alienated,  and  when  and  how  recovered.

The  Bishop  of  Meath  always  takes  precedence  of  the  other  Irish  Bishops,  as  the  Bishop  of  London 
does  of  the  English,  and  is  the  only  Bishop  of  the  United  Church  styled  Most  Reverend.  The  Bishop  of 
Kildare  used  to  rank  next. 

In  this  diocese  there  is  neither  Chapter  nor  Cathedral.  All  the  Beneficed  Clergy  of  the  diocese  form 
a  Synod,  of  which  the  Archdeacon  is  President ;  and  any  proceedings  of  the  Synod  touching  the  affairs  of 
the  diocese  are  authenticated  by  a  common  seal,  which  is  in  the  custody  of  the  Registrar. 

The  following  observations  are  extracted  from  the  Parliamentary  "  Returns  relating  to  the  Established 
Church  (Ireland),"  {Captain  Stackpoole],  and  are  dated  "  Diocese  of  Meath,  4th  March,  1864,"  and  signed 
"Edward  A.  Stopford,  Acting  Deputy  Registrar" 

"  There  are  in  the  Diocese  of  Meath  105  livings  ;  these  comprise  130  parishes,  supposing  Fercall  to  consist 
of  six  parishes.  In  one  inappropriate  parish  [Loughan]  the  impropriator  pays  £30  per  annum  to  a  curate. 
There  arc  fourteen  other  parishes  wholly  destitute  of  any  provision  for  the  cure  of  souls."  ****** 
Residence  i3  required  in  every  benefice  except  [Killarvey],  which  is  a  rectory,  with  a  Vicar  endowed.  As  to 
churches,  there  are  108  churches  in  the  diocese.  Two  benefices  only  are  without  churches — viz.,  [Athlumney] 
and  [Kilbride].  The  income  of  the  former  is  £67  10s.  ;  of  the  latter,  £20.  One  benefice  [Fercall]  has  four 
churches,  and  one  [Rathgraffe]  ha3  two  churches,  not  counting  the  churches  of  perpetual  cures.  One  impro- 
priate parish  [Loughan]  has  an  iron  church.  There  are  38  parishes  which  have  no  churches' ;  two  of  these  - 
are  the  benefices  above  mentioned — [Athlumney],  income  £67  10s.;  [Kilbride],  income  £20.  Twenty-one  of 
them  are  parishes  in  episcopal  unions  or  supposed  unions,  and  13  are  parishes  [Teltown,  Fennor,  Brownstown, 
Kollistown,  Staffordstown,  Odder,  Dirpatrick,  Monktown,  Monknewtown,  Moyvore,  Grangegeeth,  Donore, 
Gare,  and  Killare],  none  of  which  has  any  income.  Therefore  it  appears  that  of  the  38  parishes  in  this  return 
which  have  not  churches,  21  have  no  income ;  one  has  an  income  of  £2  10s.;  four  others  have  £20  or  less  ; 
five  have  from  £20  to  £50  ;  six  have  from  £50  to  £100  ;  and  one  has  £127.  Of  the  parishes  in  the  hands  of 
the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  which  are  to  be  added  to  this  return,  none  has  a  church."

We,  the  Ecclesiastical  Coromis>ioners  for  Ireland,  whc>e  hands  and  corporate  seal  are  hereunto  annexed, 
beg  leave,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the  Act  3  &  4  Wm,  4,  c.  37,  to  submit  to  your  Excellency  the 
Report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Commissioners  for  the  year  which  ended  the  1st  of  August,  1S66,  and  an  account 
of  their  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  same  period,  distinguishing  the  specific  sources  from  which  all 
moneys  have  been  derived,  and  the  specific  purposes  to  which  they  have  been  applied  ;  also,  an  account  of  their 
receipts  and  disbursements  in  relation  to  Primate  Bculter's  and  Primate  Robinson's  Funds. 


The  sum  appropriated  at  the  usual  annual  special  meeting  of  the  Boaid  in  November,  1865,  for  the  several 
Church  Works  of  this  year,  amounted  to  £48,124  IDs.  4d.  :  of  this  sum  £2,112  9s.  3d.  was  set  apart  towards 
the  completion  of  12  Churches  undertaken  in  former  years,  and  £12,700  towards  erecting  14  Parish  and  District 
Parochial  Churches,  1,475  Is.  Id.  to  complete  the  amount  required  for  the  enlargement  of  12  Churches  already 
partially  provided  for,  and  £6,075  towards  the  enlargement  of  15  other  Churches,  and  the  residue,  amounting  to 
£25,762,  was  appropriated  to  the  repairs  of  Churches,  and  for  fencing  Churchyards,  including  the  expenses 
connected  with  carrying  out  these  several  works.

By  the  half-yearly  returns  of  promotions,  it  appears  that  appointments  have  been  made  within  the  ye^r  to 
10S  Benefices,  consisting  of  5  dignities,  17  prebends,  and  84  parochial  benefice? ;  of  these  20  appear  to  be  snbjtct 
to  ecclesiastical  taj. 
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With  reference  to  the  vacancies  which  took  place  in  the  Prebend  of  Kilqnane,  in  the  Diocese  of  Clonfert, 
and  in  the  Treasurership  of  Ross,  in  the  Diocese  of  Ross,  neither  of  them  having  cure  of  souls  within  the  meaning 
of  the  statute,  the  Commissioners  recommended  the  appointment  to  them  to  be  suspended,  with  which  recom- 
mendations your  Excellency  and  the  Privy  Council  were  pleased  to  comply. 

The  Vicarage  of  Garfinagh,  in  the  Diocese  of  Ardfert,  in  which  Divine  Service  had  not  been  celebrated 
within  the  three  years  next  preceding  the  1st  February,  1833,  having  become  vacant,  the  Commissioners  have 
suspended  the  appointment  of  a  clerk  thereto,  and  have  assigned  a  salary  of  £20  per  annum  to  a  neighbouring 
clergyman  for  discharging  the  occasional  duties  of  the  Parish  of  Garfinagh. 

Thirty  applications  for  the  purchase  of  Perpetuities  have  been  received,  and  the  sum  realised  from  this 
source  within  the  year  has  amounted  to  f  2,So3  6s.  2d. ;  and,  for  the  liquidation  of  mortgages  granted  for  per- 
petuity purchases  effected  in  former  years,  a  sum  of  £102  13s.  5d.  has  been  paid,  and  for  instalments  in  repay- 
ment of  Mortgage  Loans  under  the  23  &  24  Vict.  c.  150,  £685  15s.  9d. 

The  following  sums  have  been  invested  in  Government  Securities  :  viz  ,  £2,707  2s.  Id.  to  the  credit  of  the 
Insurance  Fund,  and,  £1,548  to  the  credit  of  Primate  Boulter's  Fund. 

The  annual  account  of  the  Trust  Fund  arising  under  Bishop  Gore's  will,  from  the  impropriate  tithes  ot 
Cahir  Parish,  in  the  Diocese  of  Lismore,  has  been  furnished  by  the  Commissioners  to  the  Biahop  of  Cashel, 
Waterford,  and  Lismore,  pursuant  to  the  direction  of  the  Court  of  Chancery.

The  relative  numbers  of  the  principal  religious  bodies  in  Ireland  maybe  slated  thus  : — There  were  members 
of  the  Established  Church,  693,357,  or  11 '9  per  cent,  of  the  total  population;  of  Roman  (  atholcs,  4,=>05,265 
or  777  per  cent.  ;  of  Presbyterians,  523,291,  or  9-0  per  cent;  of  Methodists,  45,399,  or  0*S  percent.  ;  of  Inde- 
pendents, 4,532  ;  Baptists,  4,237,  and  Society  of  Fiiends  or  Quakers,  3,695,  or  0.1  per  cent.,  » effectively ;  of  per- 
sons tabulated  under  the  head  of  All  other  Persuasions,"  there  wera  18,798,  or  0*3  per  cent.  ;  and  there  were 
393  Jews  ; —  making  in  all  a  population  of  5,793,967. 

Ulster  contains  the  largest  number  of  persons  in  communion  with  the  Established  Chuich,  the  members  of 
which  (391, 315)  are  20*4  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  that  province.  In  Leinster,  the  Established  Church  has 
180,587  adherents,  or  12*39  per  cent,  of  the  population  of  the  province;  in  ftiimstir,  the  members  of  the  Es- 
tablished Church  are  80,860,  or  5-3  of  the  population  ;  and  in  Connaught,  where  the  members  of  the  Established 
Church  are  fewest,  absolutely  and  relatively,  there  number  is  40,595,  or  4*44  of  the  population. 

The  members  of  the  Roman  Catholic  Church  form  the  majority  of  the  inhabitants  in  each  of  the  four 
provinces,  in  three  of  which,  Leinster,  Munster,  and  Connaught,  their  numbers  greatly  preponderate  ;  while  in 
the  fourth,  Ulster,  the  majority  is  slight.  In  the  case  of  the  Established  Church,  the  absolute  corresponds 
with  the  relative  number  of  its  adherents  in  each  of  the  provinces.  The  Roman  Catholics  are  differently  cir- 
cumstanced, as  in  Ulster,  where  there  relative  percentage  is  smallest,  their  absolute  number  exceeds  the  entire 
population  of  Connaught,  where  the  percentage  of  Roman  Catholics  is  highest.  As  regards  the  absolute  number 
of  "Roman  Catholics,  the  provinces  stand  in  the  following  order  :— Munster,  1,420.076;  Leinster,  1,252,553; 
Ulster,  966,613;  Connaught,  866,023.  As  regards  the  relative  number  of  the  Roman  Catholic  inhabitants,  the 
provinces  takes  rank  as  follows  : — Connaught,  94"S  per  cent. ;  Munster,  93  8  ;  Leinster,  85-9  ;  and  Ulstei,  5U*5.

The  same  classification  by 
parishes  is  now  adopted  [in  the  Census  Returns]  not  merely  in  respect  of  the  Episcopalian  Protestant  residents, 
but  of  the  three  principal  denominations  separately,  and  of  all  others  in  bulk.  As,  however,  the  44  pari.-h"  is  far 
from  being  identical  with  the  "benefice"  (the  latter  sometimes  including  more  than  one,  and  occasionally  only 
part  of  a  parish),  it  is  obvious  that  no  accurate  comparison  could  be  instituted  between  the  statistics  of  the 
benefices  in  1834  and  those  of  the  parishes  in  1351,  even  had  the  boundaries  of  parishes  themselves  undergone 
no  alteration  in  the  interval,  wh'ch  is  not  the  case.  In  illustration  of  the  difference  between  the  area  of  the 
benefice  and  of  the  parish,  it  may  be  stated,  that  whereas  in  the  year  1834  the  number  of  the  benefices  was  only 
1,387,  the  number  of  parishes  was  2,395,  not  differing  materially  from  the  number  of  parishes  in  1861 — 2,428. 
Nor,  even  were  we  to  travel  out  of  the  Census  returns,  would  we  be  afforded  the  means  of  making  a  comparison 
between  the  polulation  of  benefices  in  the  years  1834  and  1861,  inasmuch  as  the  composition  and  extent  of  the 
benefices  have  undergone  much  greater  changes,  under  various  enabling  Acts,  than  have  the  boundaries  of 
paiishes. 

While,  therefore,  it  has  been  thought  right  to  give  the  Table  of  Benefices  [in  the  Census  Returns]  extracted 
from  the  Report  of  the  Commissioners  of  1S34,  as  containing  facts  proper  to  be  borne  in  mind,  although  not 
available  for  purposes  of  close  or  reliable  comparison.  Tabte  IX.,  below,  has  been  framed,  according  to  parishes 
not  less  for  the  purpose  of  communicating  the  f  »cts  which  it  embodies,  than  for  the  advantage  of  future  com- 
parison. It  shows  the  parishes  of  Ireland,  classified  according  to  the  members  of  the  Established  Church,  Roman 
Catholics,  Presbyterians,  and  other  Protestant  Dissenters,  resident  in  each ,  in  the  years  1834  and  1861,  respectively. 

Although  there  were  33  more  parishes  in  1861  than  had  been  in  1834,  the  increase  is  too  trifling  to  afect 
materially  the  comparison  afforded  by  Table  IX.,  between  the  distribution  of  the  several  religions  at  these  two 
periods.  The  increase  is  due  chiefly  to  the  formation  of  new  parishes  out  of  townlands  detached  from  parishes 
previously  existing,  or  to  the  division  of  ancient  parishes,  as  already  stated  in  our  Report  on  Ages  and  Education. 
In  the  one  case  it  may  have  lessened  the  number  of  parishes  having  fewest  members  of  the  Established  Church  ; 
and  in  the  other,  reduced  the  number  of  more  populous  parishes  by  these  divi>ions  ;  but  in  either  case  the  al- 
teration in  the  size  and  grouping  of  the  parishes,  spread  over  the  entire  number,  must  be  inconsiderable.

Queen's  Colleges. — Under  the  Act  of  s  &  9  Vic,  c  66,  passed  in  1845,  for  establishing  new  Colleges  in 
Ireland,  charters  have  been  granted  to  three  Colleges,  called  the  Queen's  Colleges  of  Belfast,  Cork,  and  Gaiway  ; 
wich  power  to  hold  lands  of  £o,000  annual  value  The  body  politic  and  corporate  of  each  consists  of  the 
President  Vice-President,  and  twenty  Professors,  whose  number  may  be  augmented  to  thirty  by  the  Crown. 
The  Professors  are  classed  in  three  faculties. 

First  Faculty—  Arts,  consisting  of  two  divisons—  Literary,  including  the  Professors  of  Greek,  Latin, 
History,  and  English,  other  Modern  Languages,  and  the  Celtic  Language*. —  Scientific,  including  the  Professors 
of  Mathematics,  Natural  fhilosophy,  Chemistry,  Natural  History,  Logic  and  Metaphysics,  Mineralogy  and 
'Geology,  Civil  Engineering  and  Agriculture. 

Secoxd  Faculty. —  Mi-dicine,  including  the  Professors  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology,  Practice  of  Medicine, 
Practice  of  Surgery,  M.iteria  Medica,  and  Midwifery. 

Third  Faculty. —  law.  ^including  Professors  of  English  Law,  and  of  Jurisprudence  and  Political 
Economy.  Af^., 

Each  division  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  and  those  of  Medicine  and  Law,  ch/vose  annually  a  Hean  of  Faculty, 
who  presides  over  the  meetings  of  the  respective  faculties.  The  general  government  and  administration  of  aftairs 
is  vested  in  a  council,  consisting  of  the  President,  the  Vice-President,  and  four  Deans  of  the  Faculty  the  Presi- 
dent, and  in  his  absence,  the  Vice-President,  to  be  Chairman,  and  to  have  a  second  or  casting  vote.  The  duties 
of  the  council  are,  to  make  regulations  in  cases  not  provided  for  by  the  statutes  ;  to  arrange  the  courses  of  in- 
struction ;  to  preserve  discipline  ;  to  receive  all  fees  anci  other  sources  of  income  ;  and  to  regulate  the  Library 
and  Museum.  Every  regulation  to  be  sanctioned  by  the  signature  r>f  the  President  or  Vice-President.  The 
other  officers  are,  a  Registrar,  Bursar,  Librarian,  and  Curator  of  the  Museum.  The  supreme  authority  is  vested 
lu  a  Board  of  Visitors,  appointed  by  the  Crown,  which  is  to  hold  ordinary  visitations  every  third  year,  during 
the  College  Session,  and  extraordinary  visitations,  on  giving  three  weeks'  notice  to  the  President. 

The  College  Session  is  divided  into  three  sections  :  1 — from  the  commencement  of  the  session  in  October  to 
the  Christmas  recess  ;  2 — from  the  Christmas  to  the  Easter  recess  ;  3 — from  the  Easter  recess  to  the  close  of 
the  ses-ion  in  the  middle  of  June.    The  Colleges  were  opened  for  the  admission  of  Students  in  October,  1849. 

The  following  is  the  curriculum  prescribed  by  the  Queen's  University  for  the  Queen's  Colleges  : — 

First  Year. — Greek,  Latin,  Mathematics,  a  Foreign  Modern  Language,  and  English  Language. 

Second  Year. — Logic, Chemistry, Natural  History(inciuding  Botany),the  Higher  Mathematics, or  Greek  &  Latin. 

Third  Year. — Natural  Philosophy,  History,  English  Literature,  Physical  Geography,  Metaphysics,  or  Jurispru- 
dence and  Political  Economy. 

Queen's  University . — By  Letters  Patent,  dated  15th  August,  1850,  the  Queen  has  founded  an  University  to  be 
called  "  The  Queen's  University  in  Ireland,"  with  powers  to  grant  degrees  in  the  faculties  of  Arts,  Medicine,  and 
Law,  as  such  are  granted  by  other  universities,  to  Students  who  have  completed  their  studies  in  any  one  of  the 
Queen's  Colleges  of  Belfast,  Cork,  or  Galway.  The  University  consists  of  a  Chancellor  and  Senate,  nominated 
by  the  Crown,  and  to  hold  office  during  pleasure  (the  Earl  of  Clarendon,  then  Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland, 
was  appointed  the  first  Chancellor);  to  be  a  Corporation  with  perpetual  succession,  with  power  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  to  make  by-laws,  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to  hold  lands,  the  annual  profits  of  which  may  amount  to 
not  more  than  £10,000.  One  or  more  visitors  to  be  occasionally  appointed  by  the  Cro  vn.  The  Senate  meets 
at  Dublin  Castle,  for  holding  examinations  and  granting  degrees  pursuant  to  si  ch  examinations ;  the 
examiners  are  appointed  annually  by  the  Senate.  Power  granted  to  the  Senate  of  adm.tting,  by  special  grace, 
graduates  of  other  universities  to  similar  degrees  in  the  Queen's  University,  and  to' receive  as  evidence  of 
medical  education  certificates  of  attendance  upon  the  lectures  or  hospital  practice  of  such  other  schools  of 
medicine  as  shall  afford  full  evidence  of  competency:  provided  Students  tendering  such  certificates,  snalt 
have  attended  in  some  one  of  the  Queen's  Colleges  at  least  one-third  of  the  medical  lectures  prescribed  in 
the  course  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine.  Power  granted  to  the  Senate  with  the  approbation  of  the 
Lords  of  the  Treasury,  to  form  a  scale  of  fees  for  degrees,  which  are  to  be  a  fund  for  the  University  expenses 
and  for  endowing  Scholarships,  Exhibitions,  and  Prizes.  The  three  Queen's  Colleges  to  be  Colleges  of  the 
University,  and  their  professors  to  be  professors  of  the  same  ;  but  the  Colleges  not  to  be  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  t!ie  Senate^  farther  than  as  regards  the  regulations  for  degrees  in  the  faculties  above-mentioned.  The  Se- 
nate of  the  University  held  its  first  meeting  on  the  19th  of  June,  1851,  when  the  warrant  of  the  Lord  Lieu- 
tenant  of  Ireland  appointing  her  Majesty's  Castle  of  Dublin  as  the  place  in  which  the  University  shall  have  na 
6eat  and  hold  its  meetings  was  read ;  and  the  regulations  which  had  been  prepared  by  the  Presidents  and  , 
Vice-Presidents  of  the  Queen's  Colleges  of  Belfast,  Cork,  and  Galway,  for  the  course  of  study,  to  be  pursued 
by  Students  therein,  to  qualify  them  for  University  Degrees,  were  submitted  to  the  Senate,  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  the  Charter.  On  the  12th  of  August,  a  Seal  for  the  University  was  approved  of;  and  a  code  of 
By-laws  and  Regulations  adopted  by  the  Senate ;  and,  on  the  30th  of  that  month,  this  code  was  sanctioned 
by  the  Lord  Lieutenant,  as  required  by  the  Charter.  Fee  to  be  paid  on  Degrees  and  Diplomas  have  been  at 
different  times  fixed  by  the  Senate,  and  approved  of  by  the  Lord's  Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Treasury,  as. 
required  by  the  Charter.  The  Senate  has  agreed  to  recognise  the  Lectures  of  Professors  in  Universities  and- 
Chartered  Institutions,  a  part  of  the  qualification  of  Medical  Education,  required  for  the  Degree  of  m.d. 
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Eoyal  Schools.

discipline  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  ;  and,  moreover,  we  believe  him  in  our  consciences  to  be 
a  person  worthy  of  being  admitted  to  the  cure  of  souls.

4.  If  the  Clergyman  to  be  instituted  or  collated  comes  from  another  Diocese,  he  must  have  a  certificate  from 
his  former  Diocesan,  as  above,  No.  4  Priest's  Orders.

Fees  upon  Collation,  or  Institution,  to  Benefices.

Fees  for  Letters  of  Orders  of  Priest  or  Deacon. 

262. — In  lieu  of  all  other  fees,  costs,  and  charges  for  letters  of  orders  of  priests  or  deacons,  there  shall  be  paid 
to  the  Registrar  a  fee  of  ten  shillings. 


Proxy  and  Visitation  Fees. 

265,  — In  lieu  of  proxies,  and  of  fees  for  exhibits,  apparitors,  and  all  fees  whatsoever  hitherto  payable  by  Clerk 
in  Holy  Orders,  at  triennial  or  annual  visitations,  there  ihall,  in  the  diocese  where  the  visitation  is  held, 
be  paid  by  every  incumbent,  including  perpetual  curates  and  curates  of  proprietary  churches  or  chapels,  a 
uniform  fee  of  one  penny  for  every  pound  of  the  income  of  his  benefice,  whether  or  not  consisting  x>f  a 
single  parish  or  a  union  of  parishes,  calculated  on  one  year's  net  income  thereof  with  all  augmentations, 
as  ascertained  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  stamp  duty:  provided,  that,  except  the  accustomed 
fees  by  corporations  aggregate  and  lay  impropriators,  who  shall  pay  all  their  fees  as  heretofore,  no  visita- 
tion fees  shall  be  paid  at  an  annual  visitation  in  any  year  in  which  a  triennial  visitation  is  also  held. 

266.  — Stipendiary  assistant  curates  shall  not  be  liable  to  pay  any  fees  at  either  annual  or  triennial  visitations. 


Marriage  Licenses. 

265.  "Where  the  consent  of  a  parent  or  guardian  to  the  marriage  of  a  minor  is  necessary,  such  consent  shall, 
be  in  writing  and  annexed  to  the  affidavit  on  which  the  marriage  license  is  granted.

28  <fc  29  Victoria?,  Cap.  122. 
An-Jfct  to  amend  the  law  as  to  the  Subscriptions  and  Declarations  to  be  made  and  Oaths  to  be  taken  by 
the  Clergy  of  the  Established  Church  of  England  and  Ireland.  July,  1865.] 

Whkreas  it  is  expedient  that  the  Subscriptions.  Declarations  and  Oaths  required  to  be  made  and  taken  by 
the  CI*  rgy  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  should  be  altered  and  simplified :  Be  it  enacted 
by  th  •  Queen's  most  Excellent  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Lords  Spiritual  and 
Temporal,  and  Commons,  in  this  present  Parliament  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the-  same,  as 
lollows: 

Declaration  of  Assent. 

1.  — The  following  declaration  is  herein-after  referred  to  as  "the  Declaration  of  Assent." 
•I,  A.B.,  do  solemnly  make  the  following  Declaration: 

'1  assent  to  the  Thirty-;. ine  Articles  of  Religion,  and  to  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  and  of  the  ordering 
of  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons.  I  believe  the  Doctrine  of  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland,  as 
therein  tet  forth,  to  be  agreeable  to  the  "Word  of  God  ;  and  in  Public  /  <*ayer  and  Administration  of  the 
Sacraments  I  will  use  the  Form  in  the  said  Book  prescribed,  and  none  other,  except  so  far  as  shall  be

Stipendiary  Curate's  Declaration.

'And  each  of  u.-»,  the  said  A.B.  and  CD.,  declare  that  no  Abatement  is  to  be  made  out  of  thw  said  Stipend 
in  respect  of  Rent  or  Consideration  for  the  TJ^e  of  the  Gli.be  House;  and  that  I,  A.B.,  undertake  to  pay 
the  same,  and  I,  CD.,  intend  to  receive  the  same,  without  any  Deduction  or  Abatement  whatsoever.* 

Subscription  and  Oaths  on  Ordination. 

4.  Every  person  about  to  be  ordained  Priest,  or  Deacon  shall,  before  Ordination,  in  the  Presence  of  the 
Archbishop  or  Bishop  by  whom  he  is  about  to  be  ordained,  at  such  time  as  he  may  appoint,  make  and 
subscribe  the  Declaration  of  Assent,  and  take  and  subscribe  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy  according 
to  the  Form  set  forth  in  the  Act  of  the  Session  of  the  Twenty-first  and  Twenty-second  Years  of  the  Rtign 
of  Her  present  Majesty,  Chapter  Forty-eight. 

Subscription  and  Oaths  on  Institution  to  Benefice  or  License  to  a  Perpetual  Curacy,  &c. 

5.  Every  person  about  to  be  instituted  or  collated  to  any  Benefice,  or  to  be  boused  to  any  Perpetual 
Curacy,  Li  ctureship,  or  Preachership,  shall,  before  Institution  or  Collation  is  made  or  License  granted,  make 
and  subscribe  the  Declaration  of  A>sent,  and  the  Declaration  against  Simony,  and  take  the  said  Oath  of 
Allegiance  and  Supremacy,  in  the  Presence  of  the  Archbishop  or  Bishop  by  whom  he  is  to  be  instituted, 
collated,  or  licensed,  or  the  Commissary  of  such  Archbishop  or  Bishop. 
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'  i  ,  :  :   — . 

Declaration  on  taking  Stipendiary  Curacy. 

6.  Every  person  about  to  be  licensed  to  a  Stipendbry  Curacy,  shall,  before  obtaining  such  License,  present 
to  the  Archbishop  or  Bishop  by  whom  the  Licence  is  to  be  granted,  the  Stipendiary  Curate's  Declaration,  signed 
by  himself  and  by  the  Incumbent  of  the  Benefice  to  which  he  is  about  to  be  licensed. 

'tp  Declaration  after  Institution  or  Collation. 

7.  Every  person  instituted  or  collated  to  any  Benefice  with  Cure  of  Souls,  or  licensed  to  a  Perpetual  Curacy, 
shall,  on  the  first  Lord's  day  on  which  he  officiates  in  the  Church  of  such  Benefice  or  Perpetual  Curacy,  or  on 
«uch  other  Lord's  Day  as  the  Ordinary  may  appoint  and  allow,  publicly  and  openly,  and  in  the  presence  of  the 
Congregation  there  assembled,  read  the  Thirty-nine  Articles  of  Religion,  and  immediately  after  read'ng  the 
eame  make  the  said  Declaration  of  Assent,  adding,  after  the  words  "Articles  of  Religion,"  in  the  said  Declara- 
tion, the  words,  "which  I  have  now  read  before  you." 

If  any  person  instituted,  collated,  or  licensed  as  aforesaid  wilfully  fails  to  comply  with  the  Provisions  of  this 
Section,  he  3hall  absolutely  forfeit  his  Benefice  or  Perpetual  Curacy,  but  no  Title  to  present  by  Lapse  shall  accrue 
by  any  such  Forfeiture  until  the  Ordinary  has  given  Six  Months'  Notice  thereof  to  the  Patron. 

Declaration  after  License  to  Stipendiary  Curacy. 

8.  Every  person  l:censed  to  a  Stipendiary  Curacy  shall  in  the  Presence  of  the  Archbishop  or  Bishop  by  whom 
he  was  licensed,  or  of  the  Commissary  of  such  Archb-'shop  or  Bishop,  (unless,  having  been  ordained  on  thesrme 
day,  he  has.already  male  and  subscribed  the  same,>  make  and  subscribe  the  Declaration  of  Assent,  and  on  (he 
first  LnrdVDay  on  which  he  officiates  in  the  Church  or  in  One  of  the  Churches  in  which  he  is  licensed  to  t-e.ve 
publicly  and  openly  make  the  Declaration  of  Assent  in  the  Presence  of  the  Congregation  there  assembled,  and 
at  the  time  of  Divine  Service.

scribing the  Decl  i ration  of  Assent  shall  be  substituted  for  the  making  any  such  declaration  or  Subscription  as 
aforesaid;  and  on  all  Occasions  other  than  tho>e  hereinbefore  provided,  on  which  any  Oath  against  Simony  is 
required  to  be  taken,  the  making  and  subscribing  the  Declaiation  against  Simony  shall  be  substituted  for  the 
taking  such^Oath.

Churches— the  Fabric. 

The  Fabric  of  the  church,  its  ornaments,  furniture,  fittings,  &c,  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
bi>hop;  and,  therefore,  if  the  incumbent  or  parishioners  wish  to  make  any  chang-  in  pulpit,  seats,  or  other 
fittings,  &c,  they  must,  in  the  first  instance,  apply  to  the  bishop  for  direction  and  permission.  It  is  a  legal 
offence  to  make  nny  alteration  in  such  matters  without  permission  of  the  bishop  legally  obtained. 

A  faculty  to  make  the  alteration  must  be  obtained  from  the  Bishop's  court;  and  any  parishioner  will 
be  heard  by  the  Court  in  opposition  to  the  granting  of  such  faculty. 

Stat.  23  and  24  Vict.  c.  150,  sec.  11,  provides  that  (in  addition  to  the  faculty)  "It  shall  not  be  lawful 
fpr  any  person  or  persons  to  alter  the  f  >rm  or  structure  of  any  parochial  church  or  chapel  in  Ireland,  or  i»f 
any  other  church  or  chapel  which  has  been  or  shall  be  hereafter  built  or  maintained  by  or  out  of  the  funds 
vested  in  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  for  Ireland  ;  or  to  remove,  take  d-.wn,  destroy,  or  alter  the  position 
on  the  reading  desk,  pulpit,  or  pewing  of  any.  such  church  or  chapei  as  aforesaid,  or  the  walls  or  fences  of  any 
churchyard  belonging  thereto,  without  the  previous  consent  in  writing  of  the  said  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners 
acd  of  the  bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which  such  church  or  chapel  is  or  shall  be  situate  or  of  his  commissary."

-  FORM  OF  CONSECRATION  OF  A  CHURCH,  £c.  f& 

Form  of  Ceremonial  of  Consecration  of  a  Church. 

The  ArchUshop,  attended  by  his  Chaplains,  will  be  received  at  the  West  door,  or  at  some  other  entrance  k> 
the  Church  or  Churchyard,  by  the  Minister  and  Clergy  properly  habited,  the  Churchwardens,  and  others.  At 
the  place  where  the  Archbishop  is  received,  a  Petition,  signed  by  the  Incumbent  and  Churchwardens,  Patron, 
Trustees,  or  others,  as  the  case  may  require,  is  to  be  delivered  to  him  by  the  Minister,  or  some  one  of  the  persons 
who  receive  him,  praying  that  he  will  consecrate  the  Church  [and  the  Burial-Grouud  thereto  belonging.] 

The  Archbishop  receives  the  Petition,  and  orders  the  same  to  be  read.  • 

The  Petition  having  been  read,  the  Archbishop  signifies  his  consent  to  consecrate  the  Church  [and  the  Burial 
Ground]  according  to  the  prayer  therein  contained. 

Then  follows  the  Ceremony  of  Consecration  and  Dedication,  after  the  following  form. 

The  Archbishop  and  the  Clergy,  and  others  attending  upon  him,  proceed  up  the  Nave  towards  the  Communion 
Table,  repeating  the  24th  Psalm  alternately  as  they  go,  the  Archbishop  beginning  thus: — Ps.  xxiv.,  "The 
earth  is  the  Lord's,"  <fcc 

The  Archbishop  and  his  Chaplains  go  up  to  the  Communion  Table ;  the  Minister  officiating  to  the  Reading 
Desk. 

The  Archbishop,  sitting  in  his  chair,  is  to  have  the  Instrument  or  Instruments  of  Conveyance,  Donation,  or 
Endowment  (if  any;  presented  to  him  by  the  Founder,  ot  some  proper  substitute,  which  he  lays  upon  the  Com- 
munion Table;  and  then,  standing  up,  and  turning  to  the  Congregation,  he  says  : — "Dearly  beloved  in  the 
Lord,"  &c. 

;    Then  all  kneeling  down,  the  Archbishop  says  the  following  prayer  : — "  O'Eternal  God,  mighty  in  power,"  &c. 

Then  the  Archbishop  stands  up,  and  turning  his  face  toward  the  Congregation,  who  continue  kneeling,  say3 
the  followine  prayers  : — "  Regard,  O  Lord,  the  supplications  of  thy  servants,"  <fcc. 

After  this,  the  Service  for  the  day  begins,  at  the  Psalm  Venite  Exultemus  Domino,  and  is  the  nsual  Morning 
Prayer,  except  where  it  is  otherwise  directed.  Proper  Psalms,  lxxxiv.,  exxii.,  exxxii.  First  Lesson,  Genesis 
xxvhi.  10 — 17  inclusive ;  or  1  Kings  viii.  22— 61  inclusive;  or  2  Chron  v.  11—14  inclusive.  Second  Lesson, 
Eeb.  x.  10 — 25  inclusive. 

After  the  Collect  for  the  day,  the  Archbishop  prays  as  here  followeth  : — "  O  most  blessed  Saviour,  who,  by 
Thy  gracious  presence  at  the  Feast  of  Dedication,"  &c. 

Then  the  Minister  says  the  prayers  following  the  Collect  for  the  day,  as  is  appointed  in  the  Morning  Service  ; 
before  the  prayer  of  St.  Chrysostom,  the  Archbishop  says  the  following  prayer: — "  Blessed  be  Thy  name,  O  Lord, 
that  it  hath  pleased  Thee  to  put  it  into  the  hearts  of  Thy  servants  to  erect  this  house,"  <fcc. 

Then  the  Minister  says  the  Prayer  of  St.  Chrysostom,  and  the  Grace.  The  Hymn  Veni  Creator  Spiritus  is 
then  sung. 

Commuxiox  Service.— The  Archbishop,  standing  at  the  North  side  of  the  Communion  Table,  says  the  Com- 
munion Service.  After  the  Collect  for  the  Queen,  the  Archbishop  says  the  following  prayer  : — "  O  moat 
glorious  Lord  God,  we  acknowledge  that  we  are  not  worthy  to  offer  unto  Thee  anything  belonging  to  us,"  <&c. 

Then  follows  the  Epistle,  Eph.  ii.  13 ;  or  2  Cor.  vi.  14—17,  and  the  Gospel  John  ii.  13 — 13. 

Then  shall  be  sung  or  said  the  Nicene  Creed,  after  which  a  Psalm  may  be  sung. 

The  Sermox. — The  Sermon  being  ended,  the  Offertory  is  read  (all  remaining  still  in  their  places),  during 
which  the  Deacons,  Churchwardens,  or  other  fit  persons  appointed  by  the  Archbishop  for  that  purpose,  shall 
receive  the  offerings  of  the  people,  and  reverently  bring  them  to  the  Archbishop,  who  sh2ll  humbly  present  and 
place  them  upon  the  holy  table.  Then  shall  the  Archbishop  place  upon  the  table  so  much  b:ead  and  wine  as 
he  shall  think  sufficient  for  the  Communion.  Then  shall  the  Archbishop  say  the  prayer  for  the  Church  militant, 
and  after  it  the  two  following  prayers  : — "  Blessed  be  Thy  name,  O  Lord  God,"  &c,  and  "  O  God,  the  Father  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  *  &c. 

Then,  the  Archbishop  sitting  in  his  chair,  the  Sentence  of  Consecration  is  to  be  read  by  the  Chancellor,  and 
6i2ned  by  the  Archbishop,  and  by  him  ordered  to  be  enrolled,  and  preserved  amongst  the  Muniim  nts  in  the 
Registry.  Then  shall  there  be  a  pause,  during  which  any,  who  will,  may  withdraw  ;  after  which  the  service  of 
the  Holy  Communion  proceeds  as  usually  appointed. 


Directions  issued  by  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners,  for  the  guidance  cf 
Incumbents  or  Officiating  Clergymen. 

All  Communications  addressed  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners  should  be  Prepaid.  It  is  hoped  that 
this  Regulation  will  in  all  instances  be  strictly  complied  with,  as  it  is  the  evident  interest  of  all  parties  to 
economize  the  Fund  created  for  Ecclesiastical  purposes.  The  expense  of  Postage  so  incurred,  will  be  remitted 
with  the  Yearly  payment,  if  the  amount  be  entered  in  the  estimate. 
V  All  applications  for  requisites  for  Divine  Service,  &c,  Registry  Books  excepted,  must  be  included  in  tha 
Estimate,  and,  pursuant  to  an  Order  of  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board,  the  Commissioners  will  not  provide  any 
item  which  is  not  so  applied  for ;  neither  will  they  entertain  a  "  Supplemental  Estimate." 

The  Estimate  will  be  considered  in  due  course,  and  the  Incumbent  is  therefore  requested  not  to  enter  into 
any  engagement,  or  to  incur  any  « xpense  for  any  item,  not  being  a  regular  annual  charge,  without  the  express 
previous  sanction  of  the  Commissioners.  Incumbents  may,  however,  without  wailing  for  the  Board's  sanction, 
expend  to  the  amount  of  £5  in  repair  of  Slates,  Leakage  in  Lead  or  Gutters,  Broken  Glass,  or  other  accidental 
injuries,  but  in  such  case  application  should  he  forthwith  made  to  the  Secretary  for  a  Form  for  Extraordinary 
Kepairs.  In  no  other  case  do  the  Commissioners  hold  themselves  responsible  for  any  expenditure  on  Churches 
which  did  not  previously  receive  their  sanction. 

In  consequence  of  the  frequent  Robberies  of  Surplices,  Communion  Linen,  Plate,  Table  Covers,  Pulpit 
Cushions,  Books,  Branches  and  Sockets  for  Candles,  it  is  requested  that  these  and  other  portable  articles 
supplied  by  the  Commissioners,  may,  after  Service,  be  removed  from  the  Church  to  some  place  of  Security,  if 
possible  to  the  Glebe-house.  In  case  of  loss  arising  from  the  neglect  of  this  regulation  a  suitable  deduction  will 
be  made  from  the  Sexton's  salary. 

The  attention  of  the  Commissioners  having  been  called  to  the  great  injury  which  Stoves  and  their  Flues 
sustain  from  want  of  proper  care,  it  is  requested  that  the  Clergy  will  cause  their  Sextons  to  clt  an  the  outside  of 
the  Stoves  and  Flues  with  a  preparation  of  Black  Lead,  aid  on  with  a  brush,  and  carefully  polished,  for  which 
2s.  6d  per  annum  will  be  allowed  in  addition  to  the  Sexton's  salary.  Attention  having  been  also  called  to  t)us 
risk  from  fire  to  which  Churches  are  exposed  by  reason  of  Chimneys  or  Stove  Flues  being  left  uncleaned,  the 
Commissioners  request,  that  the  Clergy  will,  before  the  first  of  May  in  each  year,  cau-e  the^Chlmneys  and  Flues 
to  be  properly  swept  and  cleaned,  for  which  a  suitable  sum  will  be  allowed  if  entered  in  the  yearly  Estimate. 
Where  there  are  horizontal  flues,  or  where  flues  do  not  draw  well,  the  cleaning  should  be  effected  twice  in  the 
year.  Fires  are  to  be  lighted  on  Sundays,  and  on  one  other  day  in  each  week,  and  are  to  be  kept  up  for  5  hours 
on  each  of  those  day3,  from  the  1st  November,  to  the  25th  of  March. 

It  is  particularly  requested  that  Ladders  which  have  been  provided  for  Churches  by  the  Commissioners  shall 
on  no  account  be  lent  or  used  for  any  other  than  Church  purposes. 

Under  the  present  regulatisas  of  the  Board  no  gTant  can  be' made  either  for  Matting,  Carpeting,  or  Window 
blinds. 


US   LAW  OF  PEWS— NAVY  CHAPLAINS.  •  

Law  of  Pews  in  Parish  Churches. 

The  common  law  regards  Pews  as  being  the  common  property  of  the  parishioners,  in  which  all  the  Parish- 
ionershave  a  legal  right  to  be  accommodated  (Stephens'  Laws  of  the  Clergy.)  A  right  of  property  in  Pew3 
exists  in  a  very  few  cases,  as  where  parties  have  had  a  Faculty  to  l.uild  an  addition  to  a  Church,  with  a  pew  for 
themselves,  or  where  prescription  implies  such  a  Faculty,  granted  at  some  remote  period.  To  establish  such 
a  right,  it  is  necessary  to  shew  that  the  owner  has  always  repaired  (2  Rolle  Abr.  223,- G.  4.) 
_  With  this  exception,  existing  right  to  Pews  in  a  Parish  Church,  is  not  a  right  of  property  in  them,  but  only  a 
right  of sitting  in  them  ;  and  this  does  not  imply  a  right  of  excluding  others  from  unoccupied  sittings  in  a  pew. 
A  right  of  sitting  can  only  be  acquired  in  two  ways :  > 

1.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Churchwardens  to  seat  the  parishioners— having  regard  to  the  rank  in  society  of  each, 
and  the  number  of  persons  in  each  family.  If  any  parishioner  feels  aggrieved  by  their  arrangement,  he  has  an 
appeal  to  the  Bishop,  whose  decision  is  final.  The  Churchwardens'  appointment,  however,"  holds  good  until 
revoked  by  same  or  subsequent  Churchwardens,  or  set  aside  by  the  Bishop. 

2.  By  a  Faculty  from  the  Bishop's  Court. 

An  appointment  by  Churchwardens,  or  a  Faculty  from  the  Bishop,  to  sit  in  a  seat,  is  in  forca  only  durirg 
residence  in  the  Parish. 
The  Minister  has  no  legal  power  whatsoever  of  disposing  of,  or  allocating  Pew3. 
Pews  cannot  be  legally  transferred  from  one  party  to  another  by  sale,  nor  be  bequeathed  by-  "Will. 

The  foUoicing  opinion  was  obtained  from  Dr.  Robekt  Phit.limore,  on  a  case  submitted  to  him  by  the  Church 
wardens  of  Edst  Retford,  Diocese  of  Lincoln,  relative  to  the  supposed  rights  of  parties  to  Pews  in  the  Parish 
Church:       _  (copy) — opinio:** 

"  Rights  to  Pews  in  the  accompanying  documents  are  claimed  on  these  grounds  :— 

"  1st — Faculty.    2nd — Prescription.   3rd — Purchase. 

"  To  deal  with  the  last,  first ;  pur  cruise  conveys  no  title  at  all.  No  point  of  law  is  more  clearly  established 
than,  that  the  sale  of  seats  in  a  parish  church,  unless  under  the  provisions  of  a  specific  Act  of  Parliament,  is 
-absolutely  illegal  and  null. 

"As  to  title  by  Prescription. — A  Pew  may  be  prescribed  for,  as  appurtenant  to  a  messuage,  but  not  to  the 
inhabitant  of  a  messuage  :  therefore  the  claims  of  one  person  to  seats  appurtenant  to  several  messuages,  cannot 
be  sustained.    The  seat,  if  appurtenant  to  all,  belongs  to  the  inhabitant  of  the  messuage. 

"  A  title  by  Prescription  implies  a  Faculty,  gi anted  and  lost.  Therefore  there  must  be  proof  of  repairing — 
time  out  of  mind — that  is,  beyond  memory :  eighty  years  have  been  held  insufficient  to  exclude  the  authority  of 
the  orciimry.  It  is,  moreover,  fatal  t  >  such  a  claim,  that  the  Parish,  or  other  persons,  should  have  repaired  the 
eeat  within  memory.    A  prescriptive  right  requires  the  clearest  proof  by  immemorial  occupation  and  repair. 

"As  to  the  title  by  Faculty. — A  Faculty  is  a  legal  title  to  a  seat,  if  properly  granted.  It  has,  however, 
often  happened,  that  on  examination  the  Faculty  turned  out  to  be  bad;  i.e.,  to  be  granted  to  a  man  and  his  heirs. 
The  correct  form  of  faculty  is  to  a  man  and  his  family,  so  long  as  they  continue  members  of  a  particular 
dwelling -house  in  the  parish. 

"Parties  claiming  under  these  various  titles  must  be  prepared  to  substantiate  them  by  legal  proof,  within  a 
reasonable  time,  and  i/such  proof  cannot  be  produced,  verbal  assertion  is  to  be  disregarded ;  and  it  must  be 
/remembered,  that  parties  claiming  exemptions  from  the  general  law,  the  presumption  of  law  is  therefore  against 
them — Doctors'  Commons,  Nov.  25,  I  ?-53.  "Signed,         Robert  ^  hillimore."

No  alteration  is  to  be  made  in  the  present  rates  of  Conditional  Full  and  Half-pay  allowed  to  Chaplains  of  the 
Royal  Navy  when  holding  the  office  of  Naval  Instructor. 

II.  Pensions  to  Widows. 
Pensions  at  the  following  rates  will  be  granted  to  the  Widows  of  Chaplains,  provided  the  Chaplain  shall 
have  served  one  year  after  his  marriage  and  that  the  other  conditions  of  the  Queen's  Regulations  on  the  subject 
of  Pensions,  not  hereby  annulled,  shall  have  been  duly  fulfilled  : 

To  the  Widows  of  Chaplains  under  fifteen  years' service  ..  ..  ..  50/.  a  year. 

To  the  Widows  of  Chaplains  above  fifteen  years' service         ..  ..  ..  70/.  „ 

To  the  Widows  of  Chaplains  drowned  on  duty  . .  . .  . .  60/.  „ 

To  the  Widows  of  Chaplains  killed  in  action    ..  ..  ..  ..  70/.  „ 

III.  Rank. 

Chaplains  are  not  to  hold  any  Military  Rank,  but  they  are  to  be  treated  with  all  the  consideration  due  to  their 
sacred  office  :  the  Senior  Chaplain  of  Greenwich  Hospital  is  to  be  considered  as  the  Head  of  the  Chaplains. 

IV.  Retirement. 

Chaplains  are  to  be  allowed  to  retire  after  fifteen  years  from  the  date  of  their  first  appointment,  with  the 
Half-pay  which  they  may  have  earned  by  service  if  they  have  not  declined  to  serve. 

Any  Naval  Chaplains  now  on  the  List  who  may  prefer  to  remain  on  their  present  rates  of  Full-pay,  and 
under  the  previously  existing  Regulations  with  regard  to  Half-pay  and  Retirement,  are  to  be  allowed  so  to  re- 
main, on  sigriifying  such  desire  to  the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Admiralty.

AKMY  CHAPLAINS. 
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Regulations  as  to  Army  Chaplains. 

1.  Chaplains  to  the  Forces,  and  Assi  tant  Chaplains,  are  equally  at  the  disposal  of  the  Secretary  of  State 
for  War;  and  will  therefore  be  prepared  to  proceed,  at  a  moment's  notice,  to  any  Station  at  home  or  abroad 
where  their  services  are  required.  . 

2.  Chaplains  to  the  Forces  shall  take  precedence  of  one  another  according  to  the  dates  of  their  Commissions. 

3.  Assistant  Chaplains  shall  give  place  to  all  Commissioned  Chaplains;  and  take  precedence  of  one  another 
according  to  the  dates  of  their  appointments. 

4.  Chaplains  and  Assistant  Chaplains  shall  transmit  to  the  Chaplain  General,  Quarterly  Reports  of  their 
respective  charges  in  the  manner  set  forth  by  the  annexed  form.  . 

5.  When  two  or  more  Chaplains  or  Assistant  Chaplains  are  employed  at  the  same  station,  the  junior  Chaplains 
shall  make  their  Reports  through  the  Senior,  who  will  send  them  on  to  the  Officer  Commanding,  by  whom,  again, 
they  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  marked  "  Chaplain-General's  Department"  in  the  corner  of 
the  envelope,  with  such  remarks  on  each  as  he  may  cons:der  it  necessary  to  make. 

6.  These  Regulations  apply  equally  to  Chaplains  of  the  Church  of  England,  and  to  Presbyterian  Chaplains  ; 
but  Roman  Catholic  Priests  will  send  their  Ueports  direct  to  the  Officer  Commanding,  by  whom  they  will 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War,  under  cover,  having  the  words  "Roman  Catholic  Clergy" 
written  at  the  corner. 

7.  Chaplains  of  all  denominations,  whether  Commissioned  or  otherwise,  are  to  observe,  that  the  Regimental 
and  Garrison  Day  Schools  are  no  longer  entrusted  to  their  management.  But  it  is  expected  that  they  wit-  be 
zealous  in  the  promotion  and  management  of  Sunday  Schools,  wherein  they  may  instruct  the  children  of  their 
respective  congregations  in  the  doctrines  and  duties  of  religion,  and  in  principles  of  sound  morality,  loyalty  and 
obedience.

2.  The  daily  rate  of  pay  and  allowances  shall  be  as  under,  viz.  : —

4.  It  is  Our  further  Will  and  Pleasure  that  Chaplains  not  serving,  and  now  in  receipt  of  rn'gher  rates  of  Pay 
trfan  those  which  are  provided  in  the  above  scale,  shall  continue  to  receive  such  higher  rates  until,  by  service 
they  shall  be  cntithd  to  a  higher  rate  of  pay  than  that  which  they  are  now  receiving. 

All  Staff  Chaplains  who  may  have  been  already  appointed  under  Our  Warrant  of  1st  of  July,  1848,  shall 
continue  to  receive  such  increase  of  Pay  for  length  of  service  as  is  prescribed  by  Article  47  of  Our  said  Warrant, 
any  provision  herein  contained  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

5.  The  rates  of  Half-pay  shall  be_  regulated  according  to  the  following  scale,  provided  always  that  the 
Chaplain  shall  have  performed  his  duties  to  the  satisf  .ction  of  Our  Secretary  of  State  for  War.

No  Chaplain  shall  be  entitled  toclaim  retirement  after  any  period  of  scrv'c2  under  25  years,  excepting  on  the 
ground  of  permanent  unfitness  from  ill-health:  such  unfitness  to  be  supported  by  the  report  of  a  Medical  Board. 
7.  The  relative  rank  of  Chaplains  shall  be  as  follows  : — 

Chaplain-Oeneral  to  the  Forces,  as  Major-General.  Chapiains  of  the  1st  Class,  as  Colonels.  Crnpiain?  of  the 
2nd  Cla?s,  as  Lieutenant-Colonels.  Chaplains  of  the  3rd  Cla«5,  as  Majors.  Chaplains  ot  the  4th  Clas=,  a-  Captains. 

6.  The  Pensions  to  Widows  of  Chaplains  shall  be  at  the  rates  granted  to  the  Widows  of  Officers  of  corre- 
sponding rank.  _

ment made  out  of  the  regular  course  of  promotion,  the  recommendation  in  which  the  Services  of  the  Officer  are 
detailed,  shall  be  published  in  the  General  Orders  of  the  Army,  and  in  the  Gazette  in  which  the  promotion 
appears.'  But  neither  in  puch  cases,  nor  even  on  account  of  length  of  service,  shall  any  Chaplain  be  promoted, 
unless  his  promotion  be  specially  submitted  for  Our  approval  by  Our  Secretary  ot  State  for  War.

Letters  acknowledging  the  safe  arrival  of  Bills  of  Exchange,  Promissory  Notes,  and  other  securities  fox 
money,  must  have  a  stamp  aifixed  and  obliterated. 


Postage  Rates. 

The  Mait.s  for  England  are  despatched,  via  Kingstown  to  Holyhead,  twice  daily  : — the  first  at  6  20,  a.m. 
leaving  Kingstown  at  7,  and  arriving  in  London  the  i.»at2  evening,  in  time  for  delivery  ;  the  second  at  6  50,  p.m., 
leaving  Kingstown  at  7  30,  and  arriving  in  London  early  nfi^t  morning. 

Letters  for  Scotland  are  forwarded  via  Bellas;  and  Greenock,  at  12  45,  p  m.  (Sundays  excepted;,  and  with 
the  English  mail  at  6  50,  p.m. 

Foreign  Letters  are  forwarded  by  every  post. 

British  and  Foreign  Letters  posted  at  the  Post  Ornce,  Kingstown,  up  to  6  30.  a.m.,  and  7,  p.m.,  are  in  time  for 
the  Packets  sailing  thence  at  7,  a.m.,  and  7  30.  p.m 

a\  Inland  Letters  and  Packets,  including  those  from  the  Channel  Islands  and  the  Tsle  of  Man,  must  be 
prepaid  in  stamns,  at  the  following  rate  of  postage  :— Not  exceeding  half  an  ounce  in  weight,  Id. ;  not  exceeding 
one  ounce,  2d.  ;  not  exceeding  one  and  a  half  ounce,  3d. ,  not  exceeding  two  ounces,  4d. ;  and  so  on,  a  Id.  being 
added  for  every  half  ounce  or  fraction  of  a  half  ounce. 

As  a  general  rule,  the  postage,  if  not  paid  in  advance,  is  double  the  foregoing  ;  and  if  the  payment  in  advance 
be  insufficient,  double  the  deficiency  is  charged.  An  in 'and  letter,  for  example,  weighing  more  than  half  an 
ounce,  and  not  exceeding  one  ounce,  if  bearing  a  penny  stamp  only,  is,  on  delivery,  charged  twopence.  The  un- 
paid additional  postage  on  re-directed  letters,  however,  is  not  doubled,  being  the  same  as  if  such  postage  were* 
prepaid.  Unless  three-quarters,  at  least,  of  the  postage  of  a  letter  weighing  more  than  4  ozs.  be  prepaid,  the 
letter  is  not  forwarded,  but  notice  of  its  detention  is  given  to  the  sender,  or  failing  him,  to  the  person  to  whom  it 
is  addressed.   No  inland  letter  or  packet  must  exceed  24  inches  any  way. 

Addresses  to  Her  Majesty  pass  free,  and  petitions  to  Parliament,  if  under  32  ozs.,  in  covers  open  at  the  ends. 

Foreign  and  Colonial  Letters  are  now  charged  by  weight  in  this  country,  as  well  as  abroad.  The  British 
scale  of  progression  is:— Not  exceeding  £  oz.,  one  rate:  not  exceeding  1  oz.,  two  rates  ;  and  two  rates  for  every 
succeeding  ounce.  The  French  and  Belgian  scale  of  progression  is : — Under  i  oz.,  one  rate ;  weighing  $  oz., 
under  £  oz.,  two  rates  ;  and  one  rate  for  every  succeed  rag  £  oz. 

According  to  the  regulations  of  the  German  Customs" Union,  no  letter  exceeding  50  grammes  (a  little  more 
than  1|  oz.)  in  weight,  and  containing  any  other  enclosure  than  paper,  can  be  allowed  to  circulate  by  the  post. 
Any  letters,  therel/re,  forwarded  in  the  mail  to  Prussia,  above  that  weight,  and  containing  any  other  enclosure 
than  paper,  will  be  iiable,  on  their  arrival  at  the  Prussian  frontier,  to  be  stopped,  and  sent  to  the  Custom  House 
for  delivery  as  freight. 

All  Ship  Letters  must  be  prepaid.  The  uniform  rate  on  letters  between  the  United  Kingdom  and  places 
beyond  sea  (except  those  for  France.  Belgium,  Holland.  Hamburgh,  <fcc,  to  which  places  the  rates  are  the  same 
as  by  packet),  when  conveyed  by  private  ships,  is  as  follows,  in  whatever  part  of  the  United  Kingdom  the  letters 
may  be  posted  or  delivered : — Not  above  £  oz.,  8d.  ;  above  £  oz.  and  not  above  1  oz.,  Is.  4d.  ;  above  1  oz.  and 
not  above  2  ozs.,  2s.  8d.;  above  2  ozs.  and  not  above  3  ozs.,  4s. ;  above  3  ozs.  and  not  above  4  ozs.,  5s.  4<L  ;  above 
4  ozs.  and  not  above  5  ozs.,  6s.  8d.    .  . 

Soldiers'  or  Seamen's  Letters  are  liable  to  a  portage  of  Id.  when  prepaid  and  not  exceeding  J  oz. ;  when 
sent  by  private  ship,  the  gratuity  of  2d.  in  addition  must  be  paid.  Letters  to  or  from  soldiers  or  seamen,  from 
abroad,  when  not  prepaid,  are  charged  2d.  Soldiers'  or  seamen's  letters  are  liable  to  Foreign  rates  in  addition, 
if  sent  to  or  through  a  foreign  country,  but  to  no  further  charge  upon  re-direction.  Letters  from  soldiers  or  sea- 
men, when  addressed  to  the  United  States,  are  liable  to  the  United  States'  rate  of  2£d.,  in  addition  to  the  usual 
reduced  rate  ;  to  and  from  the  South  Pacific,  6d. ;  and  to  and  from  British  Columbia,  5d.  ;  the  whole  of  which 
must  be  paid  in  advance  when  posted  in  this  country. 

Book  Post.  —A  Book,  unstamped  Newspaper  (or  stamped  Newspaper  more  than  fifteen  days'  old),  or  any 
number  of  Book*  or  Printed  Letters  from  one  Post  Town  to  another,  within  the  United  Kingdom,  in  a  cover  open 
at  the  ends,  and  not  exceeding  two  feet  in  length,  not  exceeding  4  oz.,  Id.  ;  not  exceeding  8  oz.,  2d. ;  not  ex- 
ceeding 16  oz.,  4d.  ;  and  for  every  additional  8  oz.  or  fraction  thereof,  2d.  Book-packets  may  contain  either 
▼riUen  or  printed  matter,  pens,  pencils,  maps,  rollers,  markers,  &c. ;  but  no  written  letter  is  allowed  in  any  case.

Newspapers  for  persons  who  have  removed  may  be  redirected  to  them  at  any  place  within  the  United  Kingdom 
without  extra  postage,  provided  they  have  not  been  opened  at  the  place  to  which  they  were  originally  addressed. 

Newspapers  by  private  ships,  if  put  into  the  Office  within  fifteen  days  after  the  date  of  publication,  are  for- 
warded to  the  several  British  Colonies,  and  foreign  countries,  on  payment  of  one  penny  stamp  on  each  paper. 

Stamps  (British)  may  be  used  to  pay  the  postage  on  Foreign,  Colonial,  and  Ship  Letters,  and  Newspapers  and 
Parliamentary  proceedings,  outwards,  but  not  inwards.  In  using  stamps,  care  must  be  taken  especially  for 
foreign  letters,  that  the  addition  of  the  stamps  does  not  increase  the  weight  intended  to  be  paid  for,  as  foreign 
and  colonial  letters,  in  such  cases,  are  liable  to  be  detained  for  postage  (where  the  prepayment  is  compulsory), 
or  sent  forward,  either  unpaid  or  charged  with  the  deficiency.  Inland  letters  insufficiently  stamped  are  charged 
double  the  deficiency.  . 

Registration. — Inland,  foreign,  colonial,  and  ship  letters,  Book-packets,  Newspapers,  &c,  may  be  registered 
upon  payment  of  a  fee  of  4d.  over  and  above  the  postage. 

Registered  letters  for  France,  and  countries  through  France  (except  Portugal  and  the  Ionian  Islands,  which 
eannot  be  registered),  Prussia,  and  countries  through  Prussia,  must  have  the  foreign  registration  fee  and  postage 
paid  in  addition  to  the  British.  The  fee,  both  British  and  foreign,  upon  registered  letters  for  France,  and  coun- 
tries through  France,  is  double  the  prepaid  rate— except  Spain,  which  is  6d..  and  to  the  Austrian  dominions,  the 
fee  to  which  is  lid. ;  and  the  fee  on  letters  for  Russia  (via  Belgium)  is  double  the  foreign  rate  (the  Kussian  rate 
being  3|d.  per  |  oz.) ;  and  the  Prussian  is  3d.  for  a  letter  of  any  weight.  Registered  letters  must  be  posted  half 
an  hour  previous  to  the  ordinary  letters. 

Bankrupts'  Let/ers  may  be  withheld  by  order  of  any  Commissioner  of  Bankruptcy,  and  delivered  to  the 
Official  Assignee,  for  a  period  of  three  months. 

Redirected  Lettkrs  (except  those  directed  from  one  part  of  a  post-town  to  another)  are  liable  t«new  rates 
of  postage.  Officers  letters,  however,  which  have  been  charged  or  have  paid  one  foreign  or  colonial  rate,  are 
exempt. 

Stamped  Newspapers  from  one  Post  Town  to  another  within  the  United  Kingdom,  free,  provided  that 
they  are  folded  with  the  stamp  outside,  and  posted  within  fifteen  days  of  publication.  Newspapers  to  th^ 
Colonies,  whether  stamped  or  unstamped,  Id.,  via  any  Foreign  country,  2d.  No  marks  or  writing  other  than 
the  address  are  permitted,  or  anything  enclosed  which  would  subject  them  to  letter  postage.

Payment  of  an  order  must  be  obtained  before  the  end  of  the  second  month,  exclusive  of  the  month  the  order 
was  issued  in,  or  a  fresh  commission  must  be  paid.  Under  any  circumstances  an  order  will  not  be  paid  after 
twelve  clear  months. 


Points  to  be  observed  when  making  a  Will. 

A  will  or  codicil  to  a  will  must  be  signed  at  the  foot  or  end  by  the  testator.  The  signature  must  be  made  in 
the  presence  of  two  or  more  witnesses  present  at  the  same  time,  who  shall  attest  or  subscribe  the  will  or  codicil 
in  the  presence  of  the  testator. 

A  will  should  be  proved  within  six  months  after  the  death  of  the  testator.  If  a  will  is  not  proved  within  twelve 
months  after  the  death  of  the  testator,  the  executors  are  liable  to  a  heavy  penalty. 

A  verbal  death-bed  gift  of  property  is  of  no  avail. 

A  deed  oi  gift,  to  be  legal,  should  be  properly  stamped.  It  should  be  prepared  by  a  solicitor,  as  the  law  on  the 
point  is  very  precise. 

Legatees  under  a  will  should  not  be  witnesses  to  its  execution,  as  the  legacy  is  thereby  rendered  void. 
If  a  man  dies  without  making  a  will  and  leaves  a  widow  but  no  children,  one  half  of  the  personal  property 
goes  to  the  widow,  the  other  half  to  the  uext  of  kin.

jr0TE  "The  Cowtot  Hood  was  originally  a  covering  for  the  head,  to  protect  it  from  the  inclemency  of  the 

weather  and  was  worn  by  all  classes  without  distinction.  Its  ready  adaptation  to  concealing  the  features  led  to  its 
adoption  at  a  very  early  age  by  monks  and  ascetics.  As  these  multiplied  and  formed  themselves  into  various 
distinct  orders,  their  Hoods  assumed  a  different  fashion  in  cut,  colour,  and  material.  From  the  monks  it  passed  to 
the  cathedral  and  collegiate  churches,  and  from  them  to  the  Universities  ;  so  that  at  the  present  time  it  is  a  mere 
badge  of  distinction,  serving  to  point  out  the  academical  degree  of  the  wearer,  and  forms  rather  a  vesture  of 
ornament  than  of  use  :  out  of  the  Universities  the  Hood  has  become  almost  exclusively  an  ecclesiastical  ornament. 
It  is  required  by  the  58th  Canon  to  be  worn  by  all  ministers  when  reading  the  public  prayers ,  also  when  preach- 
ing, by  rubric  of  Edward's  first  Liturgy,  [still  in  force]. 

"  The  use  of  the  Hood  is  enjoined  on  members  of  cathedral  establishments  in  their  ministrations  by  a  rubric 
of  the  same  Liturgy  of  Edward  VI.,  a3  well  as  by  the  25th  Canon;  and  Its  adoption  by  members  of  the 
Universities  is  enforced  by  the  17th  Canon."—  Pinnock's  Clerical  Papers,  p.  969. 

w  The  Hood  was  originally  a  cape  attached  to  the  back  part  of  the  collar  of  lay  as  well  as  ecclesiastical 
garments,  and  might  be  drawn  over  the  head  if  necessary.  It  was  lined  with  furs,  silks,  and  stuffs,  of  various 
kinds,  as  may  be  seen  in  the  robes  of  different  orders  of  Graduates  in  our  universities.  Du  Cange  thinks  that  a 
part  of  these  hoods,  which  originally  fitted  on  the  head,  was  afterwards  detached,  and  finally  became  the  square 
cap  which  is  now  generally  worn  by  students  and  some  other  members  of  the  Universities."— Rev.  W.  Bat*'

This  Society  was  incorporated  by  Charter,  granted  by  King  William  the  Third,  16th 
June,  1701,  "for  the  receiving,  managing,  and  disposing  of  such  funds  as  might  be  contri- 
buted (1)  for  the  religious  instruction  of  His  Majesty's  su'-jec;s  beyond  the  seas  ;  (2)  for 
the  maintenance  of  Clergymen  in  the  Plantations,  Colonies,  and  Factories  ol  Great  Britain  ; 
and  (3)  for  the  Propagation  of  the  Guspel  in  those  parts." 

It  has  now  been  engaged  for  more  than  160  years  in  endeavouring  to  plant  the  Church 
of  Christ  among  our  countrymen  abroad,  and  among  the  heathen.  Its  efforts  began  in 
North  America  (1701),  and  have  extended  graduallv  to  the  West  Indies  (1710)  ;  Australia 
(1795);  India(1818);  South  Africa  (1820) ;  New  Zealand  ( 1839)  ;  Ceylon  (1840)  :  Borneo 
(1849);  British  Columbia  (1858;;  Huwai  (ISol)  ;  Madagascar  (1863);  China  (1864)  ;  as 
well  as  to  Che  Continent  ol  Europe. 

The  Society's  operations  have  all  along  been  guided  by  those  persons  whom  God  has 
raised. up  to  be  the  spiritual  governors  of  the  Church  of  England.  Since  1701,  its  Presi- 
dent's Chair  has  been  occupied  by  the  successive  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  ;  and  all  the 
Bishops  ot  the  United  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  are  Vice  -Presidents. 

The  greatest  care  and  impartiality  are  exercised  in  selecting  the  Society's  agents. 
Missionaries,  before  they  receive  their  appointment  from  the  Society,  must  be  approved 
and  recommended  by  the  Board  of  Examiners,  consisting  of  Five  experienced  Clergymen, 
who  are  nominated  annually  by  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  York,  and  the  Bishop 
of  London. 

The  total  number  of  Ordained  Missionaries  maintained  in  whole  or  in  part  by  the  So- 
ciety is  501;  the  number  of  Students,  Catechists,  Schoolmasters,  and  oihers  above  700.  The 
SwCiety's  income  in  1866  was  £91,186,  of  which  £3,793  was  contributed  from  Ireland.

The  system  adopted  by  the  Society  is  as  follows : — The  most  pressing  cases  on  the 
application  list  are  selected  by  the  Committee  to  the  number  of  at  least  twice  as  many  as 
there  are  vacancies  to  fill.  Out  of  these  the  Subscribers  elect  by  voting  papers  ;  a  donor  of 
Ten  Shillings  having,  under  the  recent  change  of  rules  of  July,  1866,  the  privilege  of  one  vote 
for  a  year  from  the  time  of  payment;  a  donor  of  £5  becoming  a  life  member,  with  one  vote 
for  life ;  and  a  collector  of  £2  10s.,  of  one  vote  for  a  year  from  the  remittance  of  the  collection, 
and  so  on  in  all  cases  in  proportion.  Elections  are  held  half  yearly,  or  at  special  times  ap- 
pointed by  the  Committee,  should  the  state  of  the  funds  permit.  During  1866,  three 
elections  were  held,  and  nine  pupils  admitted.  There  are  at  present  19  pupils  receiving 
the  benefits  of  a  first  class  education  at  the  following  schools. — Dungannon,  Armagh, 
Kingstown,  Tipperary,  Kilkenny,  Ennis,  Drogheda,  Tuam,  Killiney,  Academic  Institute 
(Harcourt-street),  and  Londonderry. 

The  Clergy  are  earnestly  entreated  to  give  a  wider  and  more  liberal  support  to  .  this 
most  valuable  Society,  as  it  is  useless  to  expect  the  Laity  to  contribute  to  any  considerable 
extent,  when  the  Clergy  do  not  support  as  they  ought  an  essentially  Clerical  Society.  The 
Committee,  however,  thankfully  acknowledge  a  great  improvement  in  the  contributions  of 
the  year  1866;  but  while  so  many  of  the  poorer  Clergy  are  in  a  state  which  makes  it  im- 
possible for  them  to  supply  education  for  their  children,  it  is  manifest  that  the  Society  needs 
a  far  more  extensive  measure  of  support  than  it  has  ever  received.

The  objects  of  the  Society  are  (1)  to  make  known  abroad  the  principles 
and  character  "of  the  Church  of  England  and  Ireland  ;  (2)  to  assist  foreign 
Churches  and  communities  to  reform  themselves  after  the  example  of  the 
Church  of  England  and  Ireland  ;  (3)  to  exhibit  to  foreigners  already  driven 
into  infidelity  a  Christianity  which  they  may  still  embrace. 

The  means  which  it  adopts  are  the  publication  of  books  and  tracts  in 
foreign  languages,  and  the  employment  of  Resident  Agents,  Travelling 
Agents,  Booksellers,  and  Depot-keepers,  to  disseminate  books  and  informa- 
tion. 

The  countries  in  which  its  operations  are  at  present  chiefly  carried  on  are 
Italy,  Scandinavia,  and  France.    In  Italy  it  maintains  six  agents. 

The  Thirteenth  Year's  Report  is  now  read}7,  and  will  be  forwarded  on  ap- 
plication, together  with  Lists  of  the  Society's  Publications  in  Latin,  French, 
Italian,  Spanish,  Portuguese,  German,  Danish,  Modern  Greek,  Russian,  and 
Armenian. 

Its  income  in  the  year  1S66  was  £1285.  The  Secretaries  invite  a  much 
larger  support,  in  order  that  they  may  carry  out  the  objects  of  the  Society  far 
more  extensively.

St.  Augustine's  College  was  established  in  1848,  by  the  free  contributions  of  members 
of  the  Church,  and  incorporated  by  Royal  Charter. 

The  object  of  the  College  is  "  to  provide  an  education  to  qualify  young  men  for  the 
service'of  the  Church  in  the  distant  dependencies  of  the  British  Empire,  with  such  strict 
regard  to  economy  and  frugality  of  habits,  as  may  fit  them  for  the  special  duties  to  be  dis- 
charged, the  difficulties  to  be  encountered,  and  the  hardships  to  be  endured." 

The  appointment  of  all  the  authorities  of  St.  Augustine's  College  rests  with  the  Arch- 
bishops of  Canterbury  and  York,  and  the  Bishop  of  London  for  the  time  being,  as  the  pre- 
lates more  immediately  connected  with  the  Colonies.  The  students  may  be  of  any  nation 
and  rank  in  life.  It  has  been  found  desirable  from  experience  to  fix  the  age  of  admission 
at  twenty  years,  or  not  much  less,,  except  in  special  cases.  Every  candidate  after  his 
arrival  in  College,  is  for  a  (variable)  lime  on  probation  before  his  formal  "  admission  as  a 
student."  Such  only  can  be  received  as  give  good  signs  of  fitness  in  every  way  for  mis- 
sionary life.  The  "  previous  examination"  required  by  the  statute  takes  place  after  proba- 
tion, and  is  in  Cicero's  De  Senectute,  St.  Mark's  Gospel  in  Greek,  the  common  rales  of 
Arithmel  ic,  the  first  book  of  Euclid,  Scripture  History  and  Doctrine,  the  Church  Catechism 
and  its  Scripture  proofs. 

The  annual  collegiate  charge  for  the  education  and  maintenance  of  each  student  is  £35, 
This  includes  rooms,  furniture,  attendance  of  college  servants,  and  washing.  It  does  not 
include  vacations,  which  are  limited  to  three  months  in  the  year,  nor  travelling  and  per- 
sonal expenses.    The  ordinary  course  of  instruction  lasts  three  years. 

More  than  140  young  men  have  been  educated  in  the  College,  and  sent  forth  as  Mis- 
sionaries or  Colonial  Clergymen.

With  a  view  of  augmenting  the  number  of  candidates  from  Ireland  for  missionary  work 
abroad,  the  Dublin  Committee  of  the  Society  for  the  Propagation  of  tbe  Gospel  have  opened 
a  Special  Fund  for  establishing  Missionary  Studentships,  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining 
wholly  or  in  part  such  as  need  assistance  during  their  residence  at  St.  Augustine's. 

It  is  proposed  to  found  at  least  three  Studentships  of  the  value  of  £35  a  year  each  so  as 
1o  enable  three  Irish  Students  to  obtain  a  free  education  at  the  College.  It  is  also  desirable 
to  raise  an  additional  sum  of  £15  a  year,  for  the  purpose  of  making  grants  in  special  cases 
towards  the  maintenance  and  preparatory  instruction  of  youths,  not  under  seventeen  years 
of  age,  who  give  singular  promise  of  fitness  for  Missionary  work. 

An  annual  examination  will  be  held  in  Dublin,  in  the  books  required  for  entrance  at 
St.  Augustme's,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  Missionary  Students,  and  also  an  examination 
to  elect  Missionary  Pupils. 

Two  such  Missionary  Studentships  have  been  established,  and  the  Committee  now 
earnestly  appeal  for  subscriptions  for  three  years  of  5s.,  10s.,  or  £1,  to  enable  them  to  send 
a  third  Irish  student  to  the  College  next  year.

Tlie  Object  of  the  Society. 

The  Bishop  of  Tuam  earnestly  appeals  to  the  Christian  Public  in 
behalf  of  the  West  Connaught  Church  Endowment  Society,  the  object  of 
which  is  to  give  solidity  and  permanence  to  the  good  work,  which  through 
God's  blessing,  has  of  late  years  been  accomplished  by  our  Church  in  the 
Western  Districts  of  Connaught. 

The  Emergency  which  led  to  the  Formation  of  the  Society. 

The  following  were  the  circumstances  which  made  it  necessary  for  the 
Bishop  of  Tuam  to  establish  this  Society  in  the  year  1859  : — During  the  pre- 
ceding 25  years,  owing  to  the  great  increase  in  the  number  of  Church-con- 
gregations in  West  Connaught,  the  number  of  Clergymen  orhciating  in  the 
District  had  increased  from  11  to  35.  For  19  of  these  35  Clergymen  the 
Church  revenues  of  the  District  provided  an  average  net-Income  of  about 
£150  per  annum  each.  The  remaining  16  Clergymen  (who  were  in  charge  of 
25  Congregations)  depended  wholly  for  their  support  on  the  precarious  funds 
of  societies  which  at  any  moment  were  liable  to  the  necessity  of  withdrawing 
their  aid.  In  some  cases  societies  had  been  obliged  to  withdraw  their  aid, 
Clergymen  had  been  removed,  and  Congregations  had  been  dispersed. 
The  Work  which  the  Society  has  already  accomplished. 

Since  the  establishment  of  this  Society  seven*  Districts  (containing  in  all 
12  Congregations)  have  been  parochialized,  and  endowed  with  £75  per  annum 
eaeh.  In  the  case  of  two  of  these  Districts  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners 
for  Ireland  (who  have  power  to  augment,  but  not  to  endow)  have  increased 
the  endowment  provided  by  this  Society  from  £75  to  £100  per  annum  ;  and 
it  is  expected  that  they  will  grant  a  similar  augmentation  in  the  case  of  each 
of  the  remaining  Districts. 

The  Work  which  the  Society  has  still  to  do. 

There  are  still  9f  important  Districts  in  West  Connaught,  for  which  an 
Endowment  is  urgently  required.  The  sum  required  for  each  Endowment  is 
£2,500.

Thus  it  appears  that  in  the  district  of  West  Connaught  there  has  been 
an  increase,  within  the  . last  30  years,  of  44  Congregations  and  23  Churches. 
Within  the  same  period,  notwithstanding  the  drain  of  emigration,  the  Church 
population  has  been  increased  by  no  less  than  2,326  souls.

Supposing,  therefore,  the  rate  of  decrease  for  the  past  six  years  to  have  been  the  same  as 
that  of  the  previous  ten  years,  wo  would  have  a  further  decrease  of  25  per  cent,  to  record, 
leaving  16'6  per  cent,  of  the  whole  population  Irish  speakers.  Supposing  further,  this  rate 
of  decrease  to  have  spread  itself  equably  over  the  Irish-speaking  districts,  and  remember- 
ing that  in  the  year  1861,  according  to  the  above  returns,  there  were  849,675  persons,  or 
14-6  per  cent,  of  the  total  population  returned  as  forming  an  Irish-speaking  element  in  those 
counties  in  which  the  elementary  work  of  the  Society  was  chiefly  carried  on,  we  would  still 
have  12*1  percent.,  or  701,675  persons  to  represent  the  Irish  element  therein. 

The  friends  of  Scriptural  education  and  religious  instruction  are  left  to  draw  their  own 
conclusions  from  the  facts  here  laid  before  them,  being  only  reminded  that  those  of  the 
Roman  Catholic  population  of  Ireland,  who  are  exclusively  or  in  part  Irish  speakers,  are 
in  consequence  thereof  farther  removed  from  the  opportunities  of  becoming  acquainted 
with  the  truths  of  God's  Word,  than  their  co-religionists,  who  exclusively  speak  the 
English  language,— the  former,  indeed,  entirely,  and  the  latter,  nearly  so,— unless  they  are 
supplied  with  the  Irish  Bible.   And  who  is  to  do  this? 

Let  all  who,  as  being  Protestants,  are  pledged  to  advance  the  cause  of  truth,  come  for- 
ward, and  by  means  of  the  Irish  8ociety,  which  has  now  stood  the  test  of  close  upon  fifty 
years'  hard  working  and  hard  fighting,  give  to  every  Irish-speaking  inbabitant  of  the  land 
what  is  their  due— nay,  their  birthright— the  opportunity,  the  power  of  reading  in  their 
own  language  the  story  of  God's  everlasting  love  as  manifested  in  Jesus  Christ,  His  only 
begotten,  well -beloved  Son,  and  our  Saviour.

ITS  ORIGIN  AND  OBJECT. 

This  Society  was  formed  on  the  15th  of  Feb.,  1809.  It  seeks  to  make  known  Christ  and 
His  Salvation  to  the  scattered  members  of  the  House  of  Israel,  and  thus  to  gather  from 
amongst  them  ''the  remnant  according  to  the  election  of  grace." 

ITS  FIELD  OF  LABOUR 
is,  practically,  the  world.    There  are  about  from  eight  to  ten  millions  of  Jews  at  present 
existing  amongst  the  nations  of  the  earth.    The  Society  has  its  stations  in  England, 
Germany,  France,  Sweden,  Holland,  Italy,  Greece,  Turkey,  The  Principalities,  Asia 
Minor,  North  Africa,  and  Jerusalem. 

THE  MEANS  USED 
to  accomplish  the  end  the  Society  has  in  view  are 

THE  CIRCULATION  OF  THE  WORD  OF  GOD, 
putting  into  the  hands  of  the  Jews  the  Old  and  New  Testament  Scriptures.  In  1809  a 
Hebrew  Bible  cost  some  guineas  ;  now  a  copy  can  be  procured  for  less  than  two  shillings. 
§ince  1820, 107,863  Latin  copies,  together  with  274,426  parts  of  the  Old  Testament  have  been 
circulated,  and  upwards  of  80,000  copies  of  the  Hebrew  New  Testament.  The  Liturgy  of 
the  Church  of  England  has  also  been  translated  into  Hebrew  and  12,703  copies  dis- 
tributed, and  upwards  of  two  millions  of  books  and  tracts  have  been  given  to  Israelites  in 
all  parts  of  the  world. 

MISSION  AGENCY. 
The  Society  employs  126  agents,  sixty-two  of  whom  are  believing  Israelites.  100  Hebrew 
boys  and  girls  are  maintained,  clothed,  and  educated  in  the  Faith  of  Christ,  at  the 
schools  in  Palestine  Place,  London  ;  749  children  have  already  had  the  benefit  of  this  In- 
stitution;  between  500  and  600  children  attend  the  Society's  fourteen  schools  in  the 
Duchy  ofPosen;  and  upwards  of  1,500  Jewish  children  are  receiving  daily  instruction 
in  the  schools  of  the  Society. 

RESULTS, 

There  are  2,000  Christian  Israelites  in  London;  about  1,000  more  in  other  part9  of 
England;  2,000  in  Berlin;  and  about  5, COO  in  Prussia.  The  Moniteur  Newspaper,  as 
quoted  by  the  Times,  admitted  that  the  Society  for  Promoting  Christianity  amongst  the 
Jews  had  made  since  the  commencement  of  the  presen*"  oentur/  some  20,000  proselytes. 
It  is  estimated  that  there  are  eleven  ministers  of  different  denominations  in  London  and 
upwards  of  100  clergymen  of  the  Church  of  England  who  are  of  I^raelitish  descent. 
Thousands  of  Jews  are  secretly  convinced  of  the  truth  of  Christianity,  and  but  for  the 
bitter  persecution  to  which  they  would  be  exposed,  would  be  openly  bap.ised.

The  object  of  the  Protestant  Orphan  Refuge  Society  is  to  -preserve  the  Protestantism  of  the 
destitute  Orphans  of  Mixed  Marriages.  It  is  the  only  Society  in  this  city,  avowedly  and  ex- 
clusively, for  such  children.  While  Roman  Catholic  "  Orphanages,"  which  shelter  the 
offspring  of  such  marriages,  have  long  existed,  it  is  only  within  the  last  few  years  that  Protes- 
tants have  turned  their  attention  to  the  duty  and  importance  of  rescuing  these  poor  children 
from  the  dangers  to  which  they  are  so  peculiarly  exposed.  Although  this  Society  was 
I  formed  in  the  year  1830,  it  failed  to  attract  much  public  attention  till  within  the  last  ten  or 
I  eleven  years,  during  which  period  it  has  been  making  a  decided  and  steady  progress,  as 
will  appear  from  the  following  statement : —

i       The  Orphans  adopted  by  this  Society  are  domesticated  in  respectable  Protestant  fami- 
lies throughout  the  country,  under  the  care  of  the  Clergymen  of  the  respective  parishes, 

i  and  when  fit,  are  apprenticed  to  Protestant  Masters  and  Mistresses.    Orphans  are  eligible 
from  all  parts  of  the  kingdom,  where  no  local  provision  can  be  made  for  their  protection. 

Th4  Committee  wishing  to  conduct  the  operations  of  the  Society  in  as  economical  a 
manner  as  possible,  endeavour  to  carry  them  on,  principally  by  their  own  gratuitous  exer- 
tions, without  the  aid  of  a  Clerical  Deputation  Secretary,  which  feature  in  the  management 
of  the  Society,  the  Committee  think,  peculiarly  recommends  it  to  the  support  of  a  Chris- 
tian public. 

Never  were  the  Committee  in  greater  need  of  the  kind  assistance  of  their  friends.  They 
have  now  205  Orphans  under  their  care.   The  greatest  difficulty  is  experienced  by  them 
in  providing  for  the  usual  half-yearly  payment  of  the  Nurses'  Wages,  on  the  30th  of  June 
and  31st  of  December  in  each  year.    And  the  cases  continually  presenting  themselves  for 
I  admission  are  most  urgent  and  distressing. 

The  income  of  the  Society  is  almost  entirely  dependent  on  voluntary  Contributions, 
!  therefore  the  amount  sent  in  by  its  friends  constitute  its  principal  source  of  income. 

The  Committee  earnestly  solicit  the  kind  co-operation  of  their  Clerical  brethren  through, 
out  Ireland  in  this  good  work,  and  will  feel  deeply  grateful  by  their  kindly  assisting  them 
in  their  struggling  endeavours  to  support  the  205  poor  Protestant  Orphans  at  present 
under  their  care;  either  by  allowing  the  claims  of  the  Society  to  be  advocated  from  their 
pulpits,  or  by  permitting  Auxiliaries  to  be  formed,  and  Collecting  Cards  to  be  distributed  in 
their  parishes.
